BACKGROUKD g 

This article, carried by the Associated Press and date-lined Reno, was 
for the most part a continuation of his criticism of the State Department as ] 
regards his charge of Communist infiltration. He named, as "specific cases ofi 
people with Comunist connections," John W. Service, Gustave Duran, Mrs. Mary 1 
Jane Keeney, and Dr. -Harlow Shapley. From the facts given by Senator MoCarthyl 
John W. Service is, no doubt, identical with John Stewart Service on whom we I 
corducted an investigation undpr the provisions of Execu|Jj;e Order 9S35. The I ^^ 
others, Duran, Keeney, and Dr. Shapley, have not been id&^^ied with federal I ^ ^^7-* 
employa^nt since the inception of the Loyalty Order and, therefore, have not been v5 
"thin the scope of the Order. There follows a brief skep!i.of these iniividuaist 

John Stewart Service '^ 

A full field loyalty investigation under the provisions of Executive 
Order 9Q35 was conducted of Service and the reports reflecting the results of 
this investigation were furnished to the Civil Service Carmission on Decenber 23^ 
19A8, and to the Department on March 24*, 1949* The basis for investigation was ' 
his^arrest, together with Phillip Jacob Jaffe and Kate Mitchell, co-editors of 
"Amerasia," a magazine published in New York City, and others, on the basis of 
a complaint charging him with conspiracy to remove government documents and 
furnish them to unauthorized individuals. Service was not indicted by the Grand 
Jury in this case* -^ 

The Loyalty Investigation developed generally that former nei^bors and 
fellow employees considered Service to be loyal, however, one confidential infer- y 
mant stated that while serving on the staff of the political advisor to General So: 
MacArthur at Tokyo, Japan, in 1945, he appeared to have become enamored of 
ormunist theory •• 




Lg tne Grand Jury's rei^saJ 




It was learned in January, 1949, that follcwingf tlie Grand Jury's rei^sal 
indict him. Service had been sent to a minor post in New Zealand by the State 
partment and later recalled from New Zealand and promoted to a position on the 
Selection Board, of the Foreign Service where he was to pass Upon the employn^nt 
©ni promotion of Junior Foreign Service employees. (121-13347r20' 
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There is no inforxnation in Bureau Jfiles indicatirg that Service is 
not still ea3)loyed by the Departraent of State* .The Criminal Division of the 
Departiaent, however, advised, on April 21, 1949, that an examination of the 
Bureau's reports failed to indicate a violation of any federal statute.. 

Gustave Doran 

This individual, in all likelihood, is Identical with Gustavo Duran, 
the subject of a rather extensive Internal Security - R JLnvestigation, which 
investigation is presently in a closed status* A loyalty Investigation urder 
the provisions of Executive Order 9335 has never been coxrfucted inasmuch as Duran 
has not been in Federal employment since the inception of the Loyalty Order* As 
of June, 1949> he was employed as Chief of Section of Cultural Activities in 
the Department of Social Affairs, Uhited Nations, Lake Success, Long Island, 
New Jork. (64-27446) 

Mary Jane Keener 

Mary Jane Keeney is the subject of an Internal Security - R invest igatioy, 
and since she has not been a Federal ea^loyee since the inception of the Loyalty 
Order, she has not been investigated undier the Loyalty Program* She has been 
described as a contact of subjects rin the Gregory Case* As of January, 1950, 
it is reflected in Bureau files that Mary Jane Keeney is employed at the United^ 
Nations, Lake Success, New Xork. 

]>r> Harlow Shapley 

According to Bureau files. Dr. Shapley is Dircctcr of Harvard Observatorjf* 
He has, from time to time, undertaken considerable criticism of the foreign and 
domestic policy of the Government of the United States insofar as. matters pertain- 
ing Russia and its satellites are concerned and a co-existing praise of Soviet 
policy BXid activities at home and abroad ♦ (100-341825)

New York Office of the Office of mformation and Educational Exchange but 
does not give any details on these six cases upon -rahich an identification 
could be based* In cases No • 19 and No* 36 Senator McCarthy's remarks were sp 
sketchy that insufficient facts were available to roake an identification* 

Thus, possible identifications were xaade in a total of 69 of the 
cases referred to by the Senator. Of this figure, however, cases No* 9 and 
77 apparently refer to the same individual (David Demarest Iloyd) and have be'en 
so treated in the attached suibary* Cases No*. 48 and^49 are lumped together [ 
by the Senator as involving a man and wife (Robert Warren Bamett and Patricia 
Glover Barnett) and, therefore, these two cases have been treated together in| 
one memorandum • 

Taking the above into considei:ation, you •will note that there are 
only a total of 68 individuals involved that we have been able to id^tify 
and, since the cases involving the man and' wife have been treated in one 
memorandum, the attached summary contains a total of only 67 individual case 
memoranda* 

Of the 68 individuals involved, 37 are possibly still employed in thi 
State Department, since there is nothing in our files to indicate otherwise* we, 
of course, have xaade no effort to check with State to see if all these 
individuals are actually still employed. 




With regard to the 63 individuals involved, we have conducted 38 
field loyalty investigations, 5 preliminary inquiry type loyalty investigations I 
and 5 investigations under the Voice of America program, or a total of A8 1 
investigations conducted either under the President's Executive Order No. 9335 ^^ 
Public law 402, 80th Congress, (Voice of Air^rica program)* m an additional 6 
cases we have conducted some type of applicant or security investigation in the 
past* Of these six, according to our files, five apparently are no longer 
employed in the State Department. In the case of 14 individuals we cannot 
identify them as having been subjects of investigation by the Bureau, but, of 
this nuBxber, our files indicate 10 are apparently no longer employed by the 
State Department and four may or may not be employed* TSTe have been unable to 
determine whether we have received loyalty forms on these four individuals 
because all loyalty forms have not been indexed and in view of the lack of 
identifying data. We are arranging through liaison for a discreet check on 
these four individuals - to determine if they are actually employed. If so, 
appropriate action will be taken.

ascertained by the Liaison ^Section of the Bureau that Estelle GoMon, not EsteJlajJ^X 
is currently employed by the State Department; that Paxil Alexander Lifantieff^eo *^ 5^ 
and T* Achilles Polyzoides are presently employed 1>y the State Departxcentj fturoh^,N>^

"Case No* 40," § 
who was another person employed in the State Department since i9A7»^ He stated he E 
did not have too much information oh this, except the statezrient by the agency that ^ 
there is nothing in the .files to disprove' Communistic connections* As ^previously g 
furnished you in my memorandum dated February 24, 1950, former Special Agent Robert ' 
E* Lee provided the Bureau with information on January 29, 1948, indicating that u 
"Case No* 45, « whom he identified as Estella Gordon, had been emjployed as Corre- § 
spondence Research Clerk in the Division of Public Liaison since March, 1947, haying g 
been formerly employed with the Office of ^Foreign Li<iuidation Committee and with ^ 
the War Department* According to Lee, the State Department file did not Indicate :2 
that any investigation had been conducted; however, infonaation was received by the .? ' 

I State Department on October 9s 1947> f rem. a former supervisor (not named) to the ill 
effect that she was a Comunist. The if ile ^further indicates, according to Lee 
that it was reopened on the basis of this information but. no report had beeivjj 
submitted as of October 31, 1947* Hamilton « Robins on. Director, Office of Control, 
State Department, in\I\is testimony t>iefore 't>ie House Appropriation Committee in 
jconjiection with the State Department >appropriation for 1949. advised that "Case 
|No*V45" was employed by the State 'Dej^rtment "pending! , 
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estigation*" 
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As you know, all Loyalty Poms have not been indexed; however, through \ 
a search of the f ones presently being alphabetized by the Records Section a form i 
on one Estelle Gordon, Correspondence and Research Clerk, Department of State, 
bom October 8, 1918, at FreedoK, Pennsylvania, who is probably identical with 
the individual referred to as Estella Gordon, was located. This f om was processed . 
and returned to the State. Department narked "No Disloyal Data« on April '17, 19A8. -T 
It is to be noted that the State Department in submitting this form did not specify 
possession of any reports containing loyalty information as required under Item lA 
of the Loyalty Form. 1 

A check of the Bureau files at this time fails to disclose any identif^ble 
disloyal infonaatlon concerning Estelle Gordon other than the material mentioned 
above which was obtained by former Special Agent Robert S. Lee from the State Depart^- 
mentfe own files and furnished to the Bureau on a highly confidential basis. There 1 
is no record of the State Department having ever requested an investigation, although 
as noted above Hamilton Robinson's testimony indicates she was employed as of 
January 28, 1948, "pending further investigation. « Under the Loyalty Program should 
the State Department have developed disloyal information bringing her within the 
purview of the Loyalty (hxier, the State Department would be responsible for 
requesting a loyalty investigation.

Senator McCartly referred to this individual as "Case No» 46," who was 
bom in Russia and naturalized in San Francisco in 1929» According to McCarthy, 
the Harry Department informed the State Department that this individual had secret 
State Department documents in the room shared by him and another Russian. Further, 
that an investigation was instituted, however, this individual was still in the 
State Department as late as December, 1949» Bureau files reflect inforaaUon 
received from the State Department by memorandum dated January 10, 1947, wia*^ 
routine investigation of Paul Alexander Lifantieff-Lee, an employee of ttje Division 
of Foreign Service of the State Department, was conducted in December, 194&. ^Thls 
investigation by the State Department was predicated upon information received 
from a source, later identified by the State Department as the Ifevy, to the effect 
that one niarion G. Matveev, an employee of the War Department, was seen to have 
in his possession a confidential report of the State Department. The investigation 
by the SUte Department reflected that Ifetveev iras a close associate of Ufantieff- 
Lee, who was in a position by reason of the nature of his -work at the State 
•Department to furnish the confidential report in question to Matveev. The State 
DeSrtment investigation concerning Lifantieff-I«e, according to a memorandum 
from the State Department, reflected nothing of a serious derogate^ nature other 
than the fact that Ufantieff-Lee was a roommate of Matveev. ^^he State Depart- 
ment requested -...% information in the Bureau's files concerning Ufantieff-Lee 
and by memorandum dated May 8, 1947, the State Department was advised that the 
files of this Bureau contain no derogatory infoxaatton concerning Paul Alexander 
Lifantieff-Lee. 

Concerning Matveev, under date of March 3, 1949, a report was received 
from IDA through Uaison which indicated an investigation had been made concerning 
certain allegations regarxiing Matveev. This report indicates that the sole M 
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derogatory information available on Matveov was found to be contained in allegations 
xaade by three informants at the Arxoy Map Service* During the investigation one 
informant was discredited and the other two failed to substantiate the original 
allegations* Both of these two stated that they had no reason to question Matvee/'s 
loyalty* Ihe report further indicates that the allegations xaade in 19^6 were probably 
motivated by professional jealousy,, prejudices and an overly suspicious attitude* I 
The Cocaaandlng Officer of the Ars^ Map Service, according to the report, stated hij^s 
intention In February, 1949, to re-«mploy Matveev with assignment to duties involving 
access to classified material* \ 

Ixi his testimony before the House Appropriations Coanlttee on January 28, 
19^18, Hamilton Robinson indicated that XlfantioffVlLea had been "approved" for 
employment in the State Department* 

A search of the Loyalty Forms presently being alphabetized by the Records 
Section disclosed a form on one Paul Alexander Llfantleff--Lee, bom St* Pfetersburgi 
Russia, who is probably Identical with the individual mentioned by McCarthy* Thisj 
form was processed and returned to the State Department marked "No disloyal data ( 
FBI files, March 31, 19A8." It is to be noted that the State Departeent in sub- 
mitting this form did not specify possession of any reports containing loyalty 
information as required under Item lA on the Loyalty Forms* There is no record 
of the State Department having ever requested an Investigation although, as noted 
above, Hamilton Robinson in his testimony Indicated that lifantieff^Iee had been 
"approved •" ttider the Lcsyalty Program, should the State Department have developed 
disloyal information bringing him within the purview of the Loyalty Order, the 
State Department would have been responsible for requesting a loyalty investigation 
on lifantieff-Lee* 

T* Achilles Polygoldes 

Senator McCarthy referred to this individual as «Case No. 79," i^ho was 
employed on the Special Project Staff in the State Dej>artment and who has been reported 
as being pro-Comunlst, radical and of dubious background* Bureau files reflect In- 
formation disseminated by the National Intelligence Authority, predecessor to the | 
National Security Council, on May 15, 1946, concerning Adazaantlos .Theophilus Polygoldes, 
the father of the employee, who was described as a professor at the Uxxiversity ofj 
Southern California in Los Angeles, a lecturer and writer vftio was further described 
I by an outside source of unknovm reliability as follows* "I can consider him not i 
only a fellow traveler but an out and out Communist." Ffom information available ^ 
there is no indication that the father is affiliated with any questionable groups* 
Itoder date of March 18, 1947, the Department of State furnished the Bureau with aj 
list of cleared personnel of the Special Project Staff, Included in which was the| 
name of !• Achilles Polyzoides* In the material furnished to the Bureau by formep:' 
Special Agent Robert -E* Lee, Polyzpides was identified as "Case No. IO5." According 
to Information available to Lee, State Department files indicate that numerous c^n- 
fldential informants reported he was pro-Communist, radical, left wing and of dubious 
'background. The SUte Department file contained no tangible proof of any Communist 
activities on the part of Polyzoides and he was given security clearance on February 
26. 19A7, according to Lee« Mr. Hamilton Robinson, during his testimony before the 
House Appropriations Committee on January 28, 19A8, stated that "Case No. 105" was f . 
employed l^ the SUte Department, having been approved* U 
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A sear)5h of the Lpyalty Fonas presently being alphabetized by the 
Records, Section located a form on one Theophylactos Achilles Polyzoides. y 
This form was processed and retximed to the State Department marked "No / 
Disloyal Data, FBI Files, April U, 19A8.« It is to be noted that the 
State Departaent in submitting this form did not specify possession of any 
reports containing loyalty information as required tinder Item lA on the Loyalty 
Form* There is no record of the State. Department having ever requested an. in- 
vestigation and it is noted above Hamilton Robinson's testimony indicates that 
Polyzoides had been "approved." Under the, Lpyalty Program should the State 
Department have developed dislpyal infonaation bringing him within the purview 
of the Loyalty Order the State Department would have been responsible for 
requesting a loyalty investigation concerning Polyzoides* 

I At the present time Polyzoides is the subject of a pending investi- 
gation being conducted by this Bureau under the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of i9A6* The request for the investigation is predicated on the 
fact that he is Director of Special Projects in the State Department and 
requires access to restricted. data in order to serve the Intelligence Division, 
both of the Department of State and of the Atomic Energy Commission* 
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Xouls Ross 

Semtor McCarthy :ref erred to this individual as Case No. 31 and described 
hia as having been in Goverrtnent service since July, 19^, being ^foraerly stationed 
:in the Office of Infonaation and Education of the State Departrent. The Senator 
advised that tixe files of the Un-Ajsaerican Activities CoaMttee shored that Ross Jiad 
signed a petition in Keir York City in 1940 to the effect that he "was a senber of the 
Coaraanist Party. 

You TTlll recall that foitser Special Agent Robert S. toe, 'who identified 
IottLs Ross as being "Case No. 29^ in his raaterial, irriicated that the Ifia-Arasrican 
Activities Cozmlttee records ^ow that a person with the sane najsie as le^yis Ross, 
residing in Hew York City, had signed a Coisninist i^rty election petition in N3w 
York in IBKO. According to ^lee, the State Departtrent files indicate that this inf o^- 
mtion was furnished to then on Octcber 28, 1946, nevertheless no effort to check / 
out this information had been xaade by the State Department as of the tijae lee reviepd 
that Dopartmnt's files. Kanilton Robinson in his testimony before the House Ap- / 
propriations Cosraittee on. January 28, 1948, Xurnished infonaation to the effect tha't 
the individual involved **in Case No. 29" was enployed by the State Departr^nt, having 
been "approved." 

A check at the State Departsient Itersom^l Division, by the liaison Sectio; 
has disclosed that there Is no record of any lewis Ross being presently er5)loy5d by 
the State Departnenb. HoTyever, there is a Louis Ross presently employed as a broak- 
cast technician^ Division of International Broadcasting, Voice of America Prograa,! 
New York City. Bureau files xiisclose that a Loyalty Torn Tvas received on t^ais Lodis 
Ross 'j^iich was processed arri returned to the State Departxaent stanped "No disloya^T 
data FBI Files, April 23, 1948.^ 5his .forxa reflects that Louis Ross had been cnployed 
by the Office of Inforasation ard Education freia July, 1942 to present. Note: This 
bit of information corresponds with slxdlar infonaation set forth in Senator / 
lfcCarthy«s allegation. Ihe Loyalty Fora on Louis Ross fails to reflect that the] 
State Departmnt specified possession of aiy loyalty infonaation reports as required 
under 3J^m No. 14 • Our, files reflect that an investigation subsequently was con^- 
ducted on Louis Ross xurler the provisions of Public law 402, 80th Congress (V04)Jat 
the request of the State Departrent and .reports TOre furnished to the State Depa):t- 
j laent by letter dated July 26, 1948. X review of the reports reflecting the results 
of this investigation discloses' ihat no disloyal inforrsation was developed. It j 
night be noted that during the course of this investigation the "Hashington Field: Office 
exaninsd the files of the Security and Investigations Division, Department of State. 
The details reflected therein were not reported since the infoitaation already was 
available to the State Departz33nt. It should also be noted that during the couree of 
the investigation the .files of the House Coanittee on tti-Anerican Activities wer4 
checked and contained no .record for Louis Ross. As noted above, the allegation by 
IfcCarthy refers to a CoMunist Party petition in the files of the "Un-Aj::Brican ! 
Activities Cosnittee." 
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STATUS: As you probably will recall,, T^hen tho infoiraation concerning tho 
ixiiividuals r^ntionad by JfcCarthy recently Tvas previously brcu^t out before the 
House Appropriations Cojsnittee in January, 1948, the State Departiaent ixxiicated to 
the House Appropriations Corraittee that 19 of the cases on T*ioa the Departed nt had 
disloyal inforaation had been referred to the FBI for investigation. These 19 cases, 
as you will recall, were hardledas a special project and thorough Investigations 
were anade of the 19# Since that tixae no request has been made by the State Departcent 
for investigation of any of the four above -rentiorod individuals tinder the Loyalty 
Erograa. 

ACTION: With :respect to.Sstelle Gordon and i^ul Alexander lifantieff-Ioo, 
it does not appear that there is sufficient information to warrant initiating full 
field loyalty investigations at this tir^, particularly in view of the fact that all 
pertinent information concenxing then has been in the possession of the State Depart- 
ffient f or soine tisae and was in its possession. at the tix[» the House Appropriations 
Coaaittee conducted. hearings in connection ^with the State Departiaent appropriations 
bill in January, 1948. With respect to T. /^hilles Polysoides, as noted above, he 
his presently the subject of a perding Atonic Snorgy Act Investigation and copies of 
Ijthe reports will, of course, be furnished to the State Departnent. Further, it is 
noted 'th0,t the Louis Ross T/fiio is presently enployed by the State Departnent.has 
already been the subject of a Voice of Aserioa investigation.

Regarding Loyalty Forjsis received 'frca the State Department, as you knm, 
TO are still receiving Loyalty Fores at this date, ^the xiajority of which are on 

(Foreign. Service personnel costing :froa various parts of the world ♦ On January H, 
1950, there were received in the .Records Section of the Bureau 143 Loyalty iorm^ 

Loyalty Forms received in the Bureau arc being processed on a current 
basis. However, in so2^ cases it is necessary to return the Forcis to the State 
Departmnt where the forws contain sorae error or errors of substance j for exaapl^, 
where the eaployee .failed to fill in the item regarding organisations withwhich 
affiliated. In October, 1949, we received a nunber of Loyalty .Ferns frca the 
State -Department and it was necessary to return 121 of these Forns in order that 
laoro coaplete identifying data could be .inserted by the State Departnent. In , 

addition, in scoe instances, the fingerprints submitted with the Loyalty Forn are | 
lof such a nature that they cannot be processed by the Identification Division, an^ 
^it is necessary in such cases to return sudi prints f or resubsaission. State Depaift- 
ment Loyalty Forras are not returned unless it is absolutely necessary and we have 
returned no Ferns to them for correction since October,, 1949 • It is, of coarse, 
the responsibility of the State Departnent to insure that Loyalty Forss are 
properly executed and subaitted to the Bureau :f or processing. In this connection 
the Federal Personnel Manual contains ^regalations promulgated by the Civil Service- 
Coxaaission to the effect that, with respect to incumbent eaployees, it is the 
responsibility of the eaploying departrasnt or agency to "(1) Establish and main- ^ 
tain within the departssent or agency a control systra for insuring the submission 
of inforiaation on aH incinbent employees on the foils as of September 30, 1947. f 
(2) Obtain and submit the required .f crms properly prepared for each incumbent i 
employee to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Certify the completeness of 
the coverage to the Civil Service Caamission in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed.'* Similar regulations are also set forth in the Federal Personnel 
Manual with respect to the responsibilities of the employing department or agency 
in so far as Loyalty Forjss relating to appointees are concerned. \

At the present time Loyalty Forms and fingerprints received in the i 
Weau are handled on a current basis and, as stated above, unless it is absolutely 
necessary to return Forms or fingerprints to the State Department .for correction,

Ilh regard to "Case No* .36," the State Department identifies this case 
as pertaJuiing to one Fred Williain Smith. It is noted the State Department jbiserted 
a <iuestion laark after the name, possibly indicating that they are not sure of this 
I identification* The State Department further indicated that Fred William Smith 
presently is raployed but they did not furnish any identifying data concerning 
this individual* Former Special Agent Robert E# Lee, in his material furnished to 
the Bureau on January 29, 1948, referred to one Frederick W. Smith (Schmidt), trtio 
was employed in New Tork City with the Office of Information and Educational 
Exchange, State Department* Lee identified this case; as being No* UO and advised 
that the State Department files indicate that Smith's application was very 
sketchy; that there had been no investigation conducted; that Smith was 43 years 
of age and that the case was awaiting a report fxx>m the New york Office. Mr* 
Hamilton Robinson^ in his testimony before the House Appropriations Committee on 
January 28, 1948, stated that case No. 40 was reported as having been "approved." 
This Individual is apparently identical with Frederic William Smith, also known as 
Frederic William Schmidt, who is the subject of a Voice of America investigation 
conducted by the Bureau during June and July, 1948, copies of the reports prepared 
having been sent to the State -Department on July 27, 1948* He is also the subject 
of an investigation conducted in 1942, Jtor the Off ice of the Coordinator of 
Inforzoation. Copies of the reports prepared were sent to the Office of the

gation, the Washington Field Office checked the records of the Security and ] 
Investigations Division of the State Department, which reflected that Smith had been^^ 
given security clearance on Novefflber 21, 1947* Further, that these records containeoi 
no further pertinent information. The Voice of America . investigation disclosed | 
that Smith was a close acquaintance of Paul Hagen, who, according to persons 
interviewed during the investigation, was a former member of the Communist Party of

In connection with "Case No^ 19," the State Department identifies this | 
case as referring to Hans H* Landsberg and indicates that he has never been employed 
by the State Department* Our files disclose that one I&ns Henaan Landsberg, who J 
is possibly identical with the individual in question, was investigated by the Bureau 
in 1949 under Executive Order 9835 as an employee of the Department of Commerce whc^ 
formerly had been with the Off ice of Strategic Services. The ixivestigative report^ 
were sent to the Civil Service Cossiaission on July 14, 1949, and to date we.have jaoi 
.received a disposition from the Loyalty Review Board* / 

You will recall that in addition to the above, ixx the case of Estelle j 
Gordon and ,?♦ Achilles Tolyzoides^ the Bureau had not condtK^ted previous investiga- 
tions* In my memorandum of i&rch 6, 1950, this was pointed out to you ard Mr* Tolson

As sentioned iabore, the State Pepartnent has adrieed that they have 
identified 33 indiridnals sentloned hy Senator McCarthy lAo are still enployed. 
In addition to the individtials Mentioned aboTe, an analysis of the oases of the 
others still employed hy the State Dspartxient reflects that Loyalty type investi-* 
gations, Toice of America Inrestigations, prelimizidry inqoiriee, applicant type \ 
inrestigations or security inrestigations have l)een condnoted vhere information 
in the Boresm's possession warrants or ii^ere the State Department has famished 
dlsl^ral information to the Bureaxi for inrestigation. Of cooirse it is possihle 
that the State Department has disloyal information in its /lies concerning the \ 
cases which hare been identified by the Korean as well. as ether cases which Senator' 
McCarthy may possibly have in his possession, wMoh has not been brought to the 
Bureau* s attention^

To inform you of the identity of the State Departjaent employee rer 
f erred to yesterday by Senator IflUlard B^i^ings at the hearings of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Subcoraaittee as beir^ terminated by the State Departroent ,on ^ 
February 19, 1946, for "hoxaosexual acts and connection with the Young Comax- 
nist League,."the termination being rescinded April 1, 1946, through intervention 
of a "high official of the State Depart!»ent»w The identity of the "high offic/ 
of the State Department" is also set forth for your lixform^ion. 




BACKGROUND 

Xou Tfrilll recall the Washington Field Office, by letter dated March 8, 
1950, advised the Bureau regarding certain details taken up at the opening session 
of the Foreign Relations Subcommittee hearing on State Department personnel* 1 | 
Senator Tydings referred to prior testimony of Senator McCarthy in which he had tv ^ 
stated on the floor of; the Senate that one employee of the State Department iniho ^ ^ 
was employed in December, 1945, as a translator had been investigated during 1946 anfiVL 
this investigation showed evidence which caused his later dismissal due to homo- ^ s^ 
sexual acts and connection with the lotoig Communist League; that on January 22, 19467^"^ 
the Division of Security and^Ihvestigations, State Department, recozamended the dis- \ . 
charge of ^is iiidividual ax)d on February 19, 1946, his services were terminated; \ ^ 
that on April 1, 1946, this termination act was rescinded; that a CSA report, dated ^ f^ 
September 27, 1947, was replete with information that a high official of the State ^ 
Department tampered with the records of the State Department and personally contacted g 
witnesses asking them to retract their testimony concerning the aforementioned 
employee* Senator Tydings asked Senator McCarthy whether he could furnish the 
mittee -with the name of this official in the State Department who was charged wi' 
tampering with official records and covering up activities of disloyal employees.

tnis -inciividuai subsequently advised that the inforr:ation he previously had supplied 
rfco the Bureau in 1938 con:eming Amdt was true and :that the-afcren3ntion9d affidavit 
had been xxrged falsified by JQ5Q,iti.,.Eanuch, rho identified hSrself to this irdividual 
as employed in the office of the t^ten Assistant Secretary of State Russell* 

With regard to J[og^rh., AnthonyJEanugh, our files sho?r that he Tias enployed 
.Kovestoer 15, 1945, to January 23, 1947, as Deputy Adninistrator to Donald S» Russell, 
foroer Assistant Secretary for Aininistration, Departmnt of State. He subsequently 
TOs appointed as Special Adviser to the Conaander in Chief, European Comnaxid, and 
laiitary Governor, Office of Military Govemrant for Germany, effective .July 25, 
1947. YouvdLll recall that a full field loyalty investigation i/vas instituted concern- 
ing Panuch on February 25, 1949, upon -receipt of his loyalty forsa from the Of f ice 
of laiitary Govemmnt for Germny. Ihis investigation tos based on information pro- 
vided to the Bureau confidentially by Jforse Allen, Security Officer, JSconosdc Co- 
operation Administration, and forraerly axj investigator in the Security Section, 
Departmnt of State, to this effect: that indaile enployed at the State Department 
Panuch definitely indicated he tois not in favor of the caapaign being xraged by the 
Security Section of th9 State Departxaent to rid that Departmnt of Cosnunists and 
Cosnunist syxr^thizers and, fta:ther, that Panuch tols believed' to be cm of the rain 
stusbling blocks in the attenpts to disniss employees of the State Departisent t*io 
jfTere considered subversive. 

You £say recall that the rcceipt of the loyalty - forn on Panuch was called 
fto your attention and it tcis pointed out, anong other things, that, according to 
Fred lyon and Jack Neal of 'the State Departssnt, Panuch in 1946 had started a ruraor ^ 
;«iat the Director of t^e FBI was ^ not able or willing to back up the cases of Alg^r 
iSiss^and Gu§,ta^uran T*iich had been subaitted to the State Departsentj thatUn 
article had^pedx^in the l£ay, 1947, issue of the Tires-Gerald regarding the trial 
of CarLJildo/i&rsani Therein Karzani was quoted as recounting certain conversations 
with his f omer boss^ J. Anthony Panuch, to the effect that l^rzani did not have 
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I J to worry so long as Domlj jfe^S! 
jl-mxo tharoj that in (tetoy&r, V 
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iiSisoU (foxiaar Assistant Secretaiy of State) and Panuch 
19^7, our liaison repro so ntative confidoxxtiaUy ob- 
tained infonration f ron the State Departssent to tJxe effect tlxat Joseph Paniich Tras 
then attadxed to the staff of General Clay, U. S. IBLlitary Governor of Gerrany, -in 
a civilian capacity, acting as a Special Assistant to General Clay, and during the 
course of an investigation five State Departmnt employees -were found guilty in 
varying degrees of hozaosexaal acts or acts of perversion, anong Tixoa was Joseph 
Panuch; that in July, 1948, Colonel C. W. Clarke, lOD, expressed to our liaison re-

vestigation on Pan-uch, to discussed the natter with IDA to deterxaine if the Anay 
desired a loyalty investigation. Upon discussion of the ratter with IDA, it was 
Indicated by IDA officials that investigation of Panuch in Europe by the Aroy 
probal^ly would not receive the enthusiastic concurrence of Gensral Clay; that the 
Anay desired an invastigation of Kinuch with the understarding that any investiga- 
;tion in Europe be withheld until corpletioji c£ the Bxireau's investigation in the 
United States and that if investigation in the Unitfed States indicated possible dis- 
loyal .activity T^hich :tti^t authorize the Araay to act under P.L. 808, it was believed 
at such tiro an investigation of Panuch cCuld be undertaken by the Aray in the 
European Cosnand vixether Gereral Clay liked it or not. Ihis unusual request was 
subaitted for your approval and we thereafter cx?nducted and coiapleted the. full field 
loyalty investigation of I^nuch in the United States and sent the reports to ttxe 
Civil Service Comission on April 13, 1949. 

Aside f roa the original allegations of |tor^;^Ilaa to the effect that 
Panuch was not in favor of the. campaign being waged bjrthe Security Section of the 
Departrcnt of State to rid the Departsaent of Corminists and Comunist syr5>athizers 
and that -Panuch was believed to be one of the min stuKtbling blocks in the attenpts 
to disniss enployaes of the State Deparliasnt rho were considered subversive, little 
infonaation was developed of a substantive nature indicating disloyalty on Panuch 's 
part» Allen Tshen rsintervietved raquested^anonyxdty and in support of his original 
allegation cited the case of C arl^ ^rz ani ^ -yixo was recossnended by the Security 
Section for disnissal from the S taw I^partzas nt because of previous Coasunist activi- 
ties. Allen indicated this recosarendation tois blocked by Rinuch, Tiho becare a 
bottleneck on the disposition of Coxrsunist cases •/Hor;ever, Allen pointed out that 
he had no evidence "nhich would in any way conne$xt Panuch with the Coanunist element 
in the State Departnant and had no personal ]^a^ledge regarding Panuch »s loyalty* 

Robert Bani^raan, formr Chief of the Security Section, Departmnt of State, 
TiSio also requested anonysity, observed that Panuch was not in favor of -the effort 
being riade by the Security Section to get rid of Comunists er^jloyed in the State 
Departiaentj that Panuch would not accept the reports and recozsaendations of the 
Security Section at face value but would continually send then back for further in- 
vestigation and in this vraiy delayed the progran of the Security Section 'which 
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believed it had sufficient evidence to fire an enployee for security reasons before 
such a recoxxaenlation -was raade* Banneroan felt that Panuch was a security risk 
because of his personality and his above -de scribed actions In the State Departiaent. 

Sanuel Klaus^, Assistant to the Legal Adviser, Departtnnt of State, con- 
rjented that Eanuch had felt the investigators in the Security Division, State 
Departrenb, tvere not doing an adequate job in gettixxg facts vidiich he insisted they 
do before taking action aid althou^ the State Departrexxt had the poror to siua- 
raarily fire an eaployee suspected of disloyalty without disclosing reasons for such 
action, Pantich felt that this power should not be exercised until the facts and 
reasons to substantiate such action Tvero on hand* HLaus cited the l&rzani case as 
an exanple in thiSvregard. A similar corssnt tois also v)ade by ¥illian Walter 
Chapcan, Ex3cutive Assistant to the Assistant Secretary of Aiiaini strati on. State 
Departoent, Tnrho stated that Panuch, being a laTvj'or, took a legal approach to 
security investigations and 'FTanted sufficient legal evidence and facts that would 
stand up in a court of law before (firing an employee. Associate Justice Willian 
Douglas, Ifeited States Suprer© Court, nade the same cosoent concerning Panuch and 
pointed out that Banuch, because of a close personal relation^ip with Douglas, 
had frequently discussed 'problerjs Involved in the Marzant case with hin, that Kinuch 
loo]|ced at zsatters f roia a lawy9r*s pojnt of view and felt he should have the type 
of evidence ^required before a court of law to take action before firing a Federal 
enployse* 

Fomer Assistant Secretary of State for Addnistrati on, Donald Russell, 
TfAien intervLOTved stated that he had delegated the problen of security and detection 
of Corxsunists within the State Departrsent to Panuch tho conducted several successfia 
investigations which resulted in dismissal of State Department employee sj that 
Panuch is anti-Corrainist arri took an active part against alleged Coanunists and 
CoEESunist sympathizers in the State Departmsnt and there was absolutely no reason 
to doubt the loyalty of Panuch • 



i Robert C. Alexander, Assistant Chief, Visa Division, State Departm3nt, "who 

.requested anonymity, cpmented that it was his observation Panuch, viiile employed 
at State was *^o naive that Commnists could be crawling all over hia and he 
wouldnH knoTT it"; that for a long time Panuch refused to take any action on the 
l&rzani case and Taeld the l&rzani case in his lap^until the case rearly blew up 
In his face^n You win recall that ISirzani was convicted .in the V. S. District 
Court for concealing Comunist affiliation Ti;Siile at the State Department and sentenced 
to serve one to three jears in prison. 

Ko information was volunteered by witrosses interviewed during the investi- 
gation to the effect that Panuch had in any way engaged in Jxomosexaal acts or acts 
of perversion. Accordingly, no informtionin this regard was contalt^d In the 
reports disseminated to the Civil Service Corsaission. During the course of the 
investigation of Panuch, numerous prozdLnent iidividxials t^xo were well acquainted with 
Panuch were IntervieT^ed and all attested to his loyalty. Among these were Robert 
Patterson, fomer Secretary of War; H. Struve Hensel,. forcer Assistant Secretary of 
Kavy; William Douglas, Associate Justice, Supreme Court; Judge Jerore N. Frank, 
U.S. Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, :Hew York; Judge Alfred C. Coxe, U. S. 
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District Co\xrt, Southern -District, IfeiT York. It is noted that Jchn S. Ifeurifoy, 
Assistant Secretary of State for Administration, ixxUcated that he had knovm 
Banuch since 1942 ard that althou^ they were not intimtely acquainted, he had no 
reason to question Panuch's loyalty. Jchn W« Snyder, Secretary of the Treasury, 
indicated. he knew Panuch in 1945 'Riiile Panuch was enployed with the Office of Tfeir 
Mobilization and thou^' not intinately acquainted, he had no reason to question 
Panuch 's loyalty* 

By letter of August 19> 1949, the loyalty Review Board advised the Bureau 
that Panuch had been ^bleared on security - P.L.808#" Since that time -m have 
received no additional Inf orzoation f ron the Departraent of the Arwy and there is 
nothing in our files -nhlch would indicate that Pfeinuch is not still enqployed by the 
Anny.

Senator McCarthy continued his observations on the case of Doroth 
^Kenyon* He refused to narae the high official concerning whora ho talked on 
March 8, 1950* He reiterated that it was iaportant to get the FBI files, as 
these were the only ones not taapered with. He stated that the State Departdent 
files had been rifled and taapered with* Senator McCai?ply advised that this issue 
will test the authority of the Cosmittee to subpoena filp^* He refused to give 
the Coamittee the -documents in his possession regarding the^^high official and 
accused the Cocaaittce of having as its purpose the disclosrdre of his informants 
so that the Coiaaittee could take punitive action regardingjhls informants in the 
State .Department* He called the Comittee a tool of the State Department, 
Senator McCarthy said that the FBI file on Kenyon Is more complete than the 
information he has furnished and shows that she was affiliated with more than 
twenty-eight subversive organizations. He pointed out that in cormection with 
the Loyalty Program the FBI does not screen employees ard makes no recomraendations 
in Loyalty cases. He said that the FBI has done a good job on the Loyalty Progrsa 
and the fBI is not responsible for security risks in the State Department.

having died in Madrid in April, 1939, and his aother in 1940, According to 
J&uran, his mother and father were both of Spanish citizenship, Duran's fathe^ was 
an electrical engineer and during the Spanish American War served. in the 
Spanish Aray, reaching the rank of Captain, Duran has stated that he has 
one brother, Ernesto Duran Sirera, aged twentyj*six or twenty-eight, who is 
a civil engineer presently residing in Madrid, Spain,, His two sisters 
Josefina Duran De Lopez and Araceli Duran De Martin both reside in ias Palaas, 
Canarjr Islands 

Duran received his elementary education both in Barcelona and Madrf^d, 
Spain* He also attended the Coxaerce School in Madrid, the ''Institute del 
Cardinal Cisneros" in. Madrid and the University of Madrid, He did not receive 
a degree froa any. university. From 1927 to 1934, Duran lived in Paris, Francoj 
where he furthered his musical education and also worked for the painter, Kestcjr, 
who is a relative by marriage. According to Duran, he served as manager and 
secretary for Kestor while in France, 

In 1933 =he> became an employee of the Spanish section of Paramount 
Pictures, Paris, France, and at the time the Spemish section moved to Spain, I 
Duran returned to Madrid continuing in- that company's employment until the ] 
outbreak of the Spanish Civil War, According to employment records and Duran' s 
OTvn statement, on the day of the outbreak of war, Duran joined the Republican 
Arsxy and thereafter was elevated to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, During" 
1929, Duran for a period of nine months had complied with the compulsory 
military law in Spain and was hbnorably discharged as a nonoomi«issionod officer^ 
sergeant, on November 1,. 1928, Duran advised that on July 18,. 1936, -at the 
time the Spanish Arxay revolted, he was activated into -fhr^organized militia 
of the Spanish Republican Army. On approximately November 30, 1939, after 
the defeat by Fr^anco Forces, /Duran' s activity with the Republican Army

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Confidential Inforasant'T^TTias advised that Duran organized a sBoall 
group of artists and musicians to fight Franco in the Spanish Civil War, 
Duran' s unit entered the Fifth Regiment in Madrid, which regiaent was totally / 
controlled by Comunists and most of :the principal Spanish Coaraunists came / 
froa^ this regiment. Ihis informant advised that the CoMiunlsts had confidence / 
in. Duran and^mde hia a Lieutenant Colonel in the Fifth- Regiaent. The / 
rogii5aent was faaous in Madrid and was constantly propagandized by the Comunisjb 
Party in popular songs, and regiaental hyans concerning the regiaent aentioned' 
General jLlster and Gustavo Duran* This source advised that General tister wa5 
reported to have been the most faaous Spanish Coaaunist at the time, and the 
fact that Duran was the only other person mentioned^ in the hyans indicated 
Duran' s iaportance* (64-27446-45) 

According to the confidential informant, Duran was .probably not a 
aeaber of the Coaaunist Party, but definitely obeyed their orders in Madrid, 
This source advised that it is .possible that Duran fought. against Republican 
and CHI Forces prior to the Madrid surrender. Duran served as an interpreter 
in the International Brigade and also coaaanded the Twentietti Aray. Duran 
was wounded during the battle of Bbro. He subsequently escaped froa Spain 
at Gandia, Valencia, This inforaant also reportdd that he had received unsubL 
stantiated inforaation thatiDuran had engaged in the Coaaunist torturing of 
Falangists* Also, according to this source, -who definitely identified hlm\ 
as being the saae Gustavo Duran who worked for the United States Eabassy in 
Buenos Aires, Duran while in Buenos Aires did notaix with his old associate^^' 
and preferred not to talk to thea regarding his activities in Spain. 

According to Dr* Alfredo Matille, presently a. professor at the 
University of Puerto Rico, Duran was a coaposer-ausician and an eaployee of 
a fila coapany whom he aet in 1935 in Madrid, Spain* Matille advised that in 
Septeaber, 1936, he heard that Duran was in Extreaadxira serving under General 
Escobar, a known Coaawitmist professional soldier* Duran at 'that tiae was a 
Major and had also been attached to the staff of General Kieber of the 
International' Brigade due to his knowledge of several languages. Matilla 
advised that he believed Duran to be a Coaaunist during the Spanish Civil 
War, but that Duran' s relations weref bad with the Cojaaunist Party which con^ 
^idered Duran unaggressive. Matilla advised that he has no knowledge regard- 
ing Duran' s actual Party aeabership. According to Matilla, Duran has stated 
that the Coa^aunists abandoned hia to Franco Forces as xmiaportant.' Dr* Matilla 
also advised that he considers iXiran honest and loyal to the United States, a 
non-Coaaunist and detached froa Spain's politics* (64-27446-44) 

Enrique Casal Chapi, presently a professor at the University of 
Puerto Rico, advised that he was a close friend of Gustavo Duran for five 
years prior to the Spanish Civil War* He further states that he believes 
Duran to have had Coataunist theory syapathies at the beginning of the Civil | 
War, but had abandoned these theories by the end of the war and has not 
resuaed thea. Enrique Chapi stated that he obtained this iapression regard- 
ing Duran' s syapathies while in conversation with Duran in about 1936.(64-27446-44) 
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Tm Falange newspaper "Arriba*^ in an article published on April 8,^ 
1949, inMadrid, Spain, gave the following xmverified details of the subject's 
career* Duran first came to Madrid in the late Gentles with the painter, 
Nestor, and frequented artistic circles as a pianist. He was in a ballet 
conpany which traveled througjiout Europe, including Berlin, and finally 
arrived in Paris where Duran stayed until the proclamation of the Spanish 
Republic in 1931 • Allegedly because of Soviet agents in Prance, Duran 
returned to Spain to becoaae a leader of the Cozaxunist Youth Party under the 
guise of musical activities, and resided at Calle .Santa Engracis, Madrid, 
Spain, JDuran was nicknamed "Porcelain" because of his light coraplexlon. At 
the outbreak of the Spanish Civil War, Duran seized the Convent on Plaza 
Chaaberi and was sick there with typhus in August, 1936. Duran was one of 
the chiefs of the hurriedly organized Spanish Militii, Duran also was a 
personal friend of Republican Generals Lister and Modes tVa, attaining the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel. TOien the International Brigade was formed on 
the Madrid -Front, Duran was attached to the Russian General Staff with head-

Duran, according to Confidential Infonaant T-3, displayed no 
Interest In politics until about 1934, when he becaiae completely Communist 
In his belief, a member of the Comixurjlst Party 'financially aiding "Mundi 
Obrero," Communist newspaper. Duran was also prominent with the "Unified 
Socialist Youth" after Its merger with the Communist Youth group. According 
to the informant, Duran was closely associated during this period with Rafael 
Albertl, a Spanish poet and Communist,, who in 1931 made a trlip to Russia 
meeting Stalin -.and Gorki and who now lives In ^Russia, < 64-27446-53)' 
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Confidential Informant T-4, who served with Duran during the 
Spanish. Civil War, stated '^hat Duran was very Intelligent, a fluent linguist, 
who served as an aide to the Russian General Kleber and was a member of the 
Spanish Commxuxlst Party, but was more active with military matters. This 
informant advised that Duran was a brave officer serving with the Sixty-ninth \ 
Brigade and afterward with the Army Corps on the Eastern Coast Front. This \ 
source also stated that Duran was effeminate In his appearance, but that he ' 
knew of no perversion during his military career • This Informant also advised 
that Duran 'was acquainted with the Communist General Lister, but unlike Lister' 
did not engage In Communist propaganda activity during the Spanish Civil War 
and that Duran was not openly sympathetic to Russia. 
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According to this infor;siant, h© first net Duraa in about Decoabor, 
1956, in Madrid, at which time Duran Mvas serving as an aide to General Kleber^ 
He again met IXiran in April, 1937, in the El Par do Sector where Duran coMianded 
the Sixty-ninth Brigade, and in ^uly, 1937, Duran and the informant took part 
In the military operation at "Brxmet." In Septeiaber, 1937, Duran went to the 
Spanish East Coast to organize a division. According to this inforjaant,, it 
is his belief that Duran was a number of the "Unified Socialist Youth" and 
the Spanish Cosxaunist Party, but that Duran did not hold an official position; 
however, "he enjoyed the protection of the Party. This Informant, advised that 
he, the inforjKiant, was confined to prison in Madrid in 1940, having been mis- 
taken for Duran and was questioned regarding the execution of the Nationalist 
prisoners by the Sixty-rninth Brigade. Later the identity of the informant 
was clarified and he was released. It was ascertained that an individual 
known as Casimiro Duran Munoz, who was Comaander of the Ihirty-sixth Brigade, 
was responsible for the assassinations in the "Tunnel of Death" in October of 
1937. Gustavo Duran, the subject of this memorandum, it is noted was Commander 
of the Sixty-ninth Brigade at that time. (64-27446-53, 46,, 47) 

Confidential Informant T-6 has advised that he is familiar with 
Duran' s military and political background in Spain. He has stated that Duran 
was a member of the Communist Party in Spain and served as a Lieutenant Colonel 
In the Spanish .Republi-can Army. In the opinion of this informant Duran is still 
a Commronist and is subtly influencing the Assistant Secretary of State, Spruille 
Braden, to the detriment of American Foreign Policy in Latin-American Affairs, 1 

(64-27446-36) 

Louis Salines Garcia, a Lieutenant Colonel of the Republican Army 
during the Spanish- Civil War, has advised that he himself did not participate 
in the Madrid sxxrrender disorder and is ignorant of Duran* s whereabouts at 
that time, however. Salines emphatically assured that Duran was a Communist 
during the Spanish Civil ¥ar, worked hand and glove with the Communists and 
defended the* Communist cause throughout the Civil War* This informant has 
no knowledge of Duran's .present political ideology* (64-27446-38) 

-Francisco Marcos .Sana, who is today an open member of the Communist 
Party of Spain and who fought with Duran during t)ie entire Spanish Civil War 
and knew him well, advises that at the end of the war Duran commanded the 
Twenty-Fir St. Army Corps, at Valencia, Spain, and that he remained at Valencia 
during the Madrid disturbances. According to this informant, Duran remained 
in Valencia prior to and during the struggle between the Communists and the 
Republicans at Madrid and did not participate in that struggle. He also 
states that Duran was a member of the Commimist Party of Spain as were most 
of the officers of the Sixty-Kinth Army Corps. According to the informant, 
Duran during the war was a .fervent militarist, but subsequent to Duran" s j 
departure from Spain he abandoned his Communist ideology and is today j 
sincerely pro-American. The informant further states that he has had no 
contact with Duran since the end of the Spanish Civil War. (64-27446-43) ^ 
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Dr» Juan Chabas, who iffas Juvenile Court <Judge In Madrid prior to 
the Spanish Civil War and who fled f row Madrid on November 7, 1936, advised 
that'hls son was a £»leutenant Colonel In the Spanish Loyalist Ar;ay and 
fled fcoa Madrid prior to Franco's entering the city* Dr. Chabas stated 
that his son had been a Coaaaunlst In Spain and was very close to Gustavo 
Duran* Duran and Dr. Chabas' son fought together In Spain during the war 
and according to Dr« Chabas, Duran became 'a CoxcKunlst although It Is believed 
by him that Duran was not actually a member of the Corarrrunlst Party at the 
beglxmlng of the war, although he had jaany friends among the Coamunists 
and had* worked wltti thesa. According to Dr. Chabas, It was not tmtll after 
the war had begun "that Duran joined the Comaiunlst Party* (64-E7446-2page 3) 

During the Interview conducted with Duran on April 29, 1946 by 
agents of the FBI, Duran advised that he had never been a member of the 
Communist Party, nor has he ever been a member of the Unified Socialist Youth. 
He advised that there were two Socialist groups "which merged some time prior 
to the Civil War with the Comaxinist Party, but he was xinfamlllar with this 
organization* Duran also stated that he has jaever given aid or assistance 
of any kind to the Communist newspaper "Hundo Obrero",. Concerning his 
leadership of a youth brigade, JJuran stated that he became a Major In August 
or September of 1936, and at that time was asked to organize a battalion 
of machine guns on motorcycles. He stated that there was no such thing 
as a motorized youth brigade add that the battalion which he organized 
existed mostly on paper. He stated further that the membership of the brigade 
contained all types of individuals and that to his knowledge tEe socialist 
youth did not, make up a majority of this group. Ihe battalion or brigade went 
into battle as an infantry unit at a place called "Kaval earner o." Duran further 
advised that he was actlvlzed in the Spanish Republican. Army as a sergeant | 
and received his commission rank by selection of other members of his battaliojn 
and that the first rank given him by decree of the Minister of War was that 
of lieutenant Colonel. He served, however, for some tls&e as a Major al- 
though this rank was not official. IXiran also advised that he served on 
the staff of the Russian General Kleber as liaison officer between Kleber 
and General Mlaja who was his superior officer* He served on General 
Kleber' s staff as an interpreter in Moveaber and December, 1936* General 
Kleber was commander of the Eleventh International Brigade and later be- 
came commander of the Korth Sector of the forces defending Madrid. Con- 
cerning General Lister, Duran stated that Lister to his knowledge never 
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attained the rank of General, but was probably a Colonel* He further ad- 
vised that Lister was not « a. personal friend and that his brigade during 
the battle of Casa de Campo in April, 1937, was taotically assigned under 
General Lister* s coawiand^ Concerning General Modestva, Daran advised that 
his connection was exactly the sane as with General Lister, purely tactical. 
General Modestva was cowiander of the Fifth Arwy Corps and Duran»s brigade 
was under his tactical coaniand during the battle of Burnet in ISS?* Also, 
in- January, 1938, during the second phase of the battle of Teruel, Duran 
was again under the coaaraand of General Modestva. IXiran denied that they 
were personal friends and stated that his relationship was not particularly 
good dixring the battle of Teruel and that he, Duran, filed a complaint to 
the Suprene Co^xaand concerning General Modestva* s actions. Duran further 
advised that he commanded the Sixty-ninth Brigade holding the rank of 
Major. His command of this brigade was from the first days of January, 
1957 until the first days of July, 1937. The Brigade which was a mobile 
unit fought under many commands including the battle of Casa de Campo un- 
der General" Lister,, mentioned above as well as under General Miaja. It 
also fougjit under the First Army Corps during the battle of La Gernja. 
Duran denied "that he has ever had any command-in the Twenty- secondArjoy 
Corps, however, during the battle of Teruel he, commanded the Forty-seventh 
Division, which was assigned to the Twenty-second Army Corps commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel E. Ibarrola. He was under this command ^from late 
February or early March 1938, until the end of the so-called battle of 
Aragon, at which time ^Franco reached the sea and cut Spain in. half. Duran 
also stated that he was under General Ro jo. General Chief of Staff .in the 
Army of Maneuvers. Also he com3(\anded the Twentieth Army Corps, which was a 
unit of the Army of Levantine, serving in that capacity as a Lieutenant 
Colonel. At the close of the war, Duran advised that ^he was in command of 
the Twentieth Army Corps and received. his orders to surrender from 
General Menendez, who was his commanding General. 
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According to Confidential Infornant T-IO, Duran froa I929 to 1932 
was active in zausical circles in Paris • In 1932 he returned to Spain worlt- 
ing toward the organization of a Leftist syndicate • In I933 he becaae as- 
sociated with the Coanunist Party, in which he was outstanding due to his 
intelligence and knowledge of languages* This inforraant indicated that dur- 
ing the Spanish Civil Tfar, Duran was the cossaander of a coabat car unit on 
the Madrid Front, and that he attempted to adainister discipline through 
cruel jaethods thereby causing chaos and havoc within his own ranks.

The infonaant also advised that through the Russian Govemraent, 
Duran was naned as the Chief of the S.I.M* (Servicio Inteligencia Ittlitar), 
with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, placing his disservices at the disposal of 
the CoKcaunist Party. Duran, according to the infoirtant, appointed approxL- 
zoately four hundred Coxaunist agents, which action evoked the suspicion of 
the Popular Front Party to the point that the Minister of Defense, Ihdalecio 
Prieto, ordered his disaissal. Duran, according to the informant, fled to 
Valencia taking with hin one hundred thousand pesetas entrusted to Wba by the 
Ministry of Defense as an installment for the first nonth^s expenses and also 
taking with him an official car of the S.I.M. It was also stated that Duran 
caae to have great influence in the "Red Ai:sy" because of his friendship with 
an Txnidentified Russian person who apparently had considerable influence. At 
this tine also, according to the infornant, Duran became friendly with the 
novelist, Ernest Kemingnay, and it was pointed out that Duran was referred to 
by Hemingway in his book "For Timom the Bell Tolls." On fleeing Sj)ain, Duran 
settled in London where he "exploited the notoriety" which Heaingwray had 
given him and married an influential American citizen, who assisted him in 
becoming a naturalized American citizen. 

According to this infoiiesant, Duran was identified as having had 
cQcmiand as Lieutenant Colonel of the forty-seven divisions of the Army of 
IJaneuvers, the Tirentieth Army Corps and the Tvrenty-second Levantine Army 
Corps. This infornant also distinguished the Gustavo Duran to which the 
above information referred from Casimiro Duran Munoz, who was also a lieu- 
tenant Colonel in the Spanish Republican Army and who was organizer of the 
assassinations committed in the so-called "Tunnel of Death." 

According to Confidential Infoncant T-11, Gustavo Duran -from 1929 
to 1932 studied in Paris in the company of Leftist writers, musicians and 
painters and was the protege of the famous French, painter, Nestor. Duran 
returned to Spain in 1932 joining the Communist Party in I933 and rendered 
the Party very valuable services as liaison man with Communists abroad* 

Confidential Informant T-12, who is close to Cosmunist circles in 
Spain and also close to individuals who knew Duran prior to the Spanish 
Civil Tfer, had advised that Gustavo Duran is the son of a Spanish Aray officer 
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and a musical and theatrical student* He was laiowa politically in Madrid as a 
fervent Cosaunist* When the Spanish Civil War broke out Duran voluntarily joined \ 
the Coormnist militia and subsequently was assigned under the cosxaand of Colonel 
JSangada on the Madrid Front* Duran, according to this source, spent the best 
part of thenar * on this front ascending, >with the aid and support of the Cosmunist 
Party in the xailitary, until he reached the rank of lieutenant Colonel, the highes 
grade in the Spaxxish Republican Army given to nonr-professioxxal officers • Duran 
later served as a Chief of the Amy Corps on the Valencia Front* This source 
advised that close JTriends who served under hiia and with hia cited hjba as an 
intelligent leader who always worked for political rather than military ends* 
According to this source, persons who knew Duran in Spain are unanimous in 
their opinion that he is the product of the Camunist School, who follows the 
code "Ihe end ;3^stifies the ^ means" and these persons believe that Duran can 
adapt hiiaself to nm situations which ^ay be ultimately beneficial to the 
political beliefs which he honors* Accordingly, this infoitsant advised that 
despite Duran's pretense of conforming with the ideals of American democracy he 
is merely using these tactics for his own ends* Also it has been reported that 
the Conmunists have boasted that they had within the American Embassy in Cuba, 
an entirely trustworthy man who would act as a source of infoxmation for them and 
according to this source the opinion had been advanced that Gustavo Duran was 
possibly the man to whom they referr^Sd* 

This informant also advised that the Gustavo Duran who was f omer 
Assistant in the American Ehbassy in Havana was identicaj- with the individual 
mentioned in the above inforxaation* 

Mr* Woodruff ¥allner. State Department, on April 15, 1946, advised 
that he was the former American Vice Consul in Valencia, SJpain, for a total 
of eight months, arriving in Valencia in the Summer of 1938* At the time of 
his arrival Gustavo Duran was a lieutenant Colonel in the Spanish Republican 
AiToy, cormanding the Republican Unit which was defending the area surrounding 
Valencia* This front was an inactive front and the Spanish Republican Unit 
headed by Duran was engaged in defensive tactics only* Mr* Wallner advised 
that he met Duran through the usual course of business, inasmuch as Duran was 
friendly with Colonel Stephen Fuqua, American Military Attache (presently 
deceased)* Duran T;as described by Mr* Wallner as being a "nice chap" who 
spoke good English and was regarded as a friendly element among the Spanish 
Republican sources* Kiere was no indication at that time that Gustavo Duran 
was a Cceamuxiist or a radical, however, Mr* lallner pointed out that Duran 
could have been an active Cossmunist at the time without the xaatter coming to 
his knowledge. On or about March 24, 1939, Gustavo Duran approached Mr. Wallner 
in the American Consulate stating that word had cccae from Madrid to surrender 
to the Franco Aimy and that further coimaunications between Valencia and 
Madrid had been disrupted. Duran was seeking asylum ixnsmuch as Franco troops 
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were beginning to penetrate the city occupying the sane under the terns 
of surrender* Mr; TiTallner stated that at this tine a state of seige existed \ 
in Valencia and Duran was excited and emotionally upset and pled for asylum 
in the draerican Consulate in order to escape death at the hands of the "Franco 
Anay* Mr* Wallner related that he informed Duran that an American Consul 
could not afford asylua to a foreigner and suggested to Duran that he hide 
somewhere in Valencia until sooae plan could be wbrked out to assist hin. 
Wallner instructed Duran to send a note by a woraan or a small boy giving 
his hideout location. On the foUcwing day Mr. Wallner ted luncheon wittx 
a British Vice Consul, who was identified as Alexander Ballentine. Ballentinc 
was friendly with Duran and had used Duran as an informant and readily agreed 
to assist Duran in escaping. Mr. Wallner statedl that late in llarch, the exact 
date unknown, he acconpanied Alexander Ballentine in a British Sabassy car 
to the house in Valencia where Duran was hiding out. Duran was smuggled 
into the car dressed in civilian clothes and did not appear to be a Spanish 
National. Mr. Wallner. 'further related that according to Ballentine «s story 
Duran was driven to the waterfront and placed aboard a launch in the harbor 
which carried Duran safely to a British destroyer anchored off shore ♦ 
Ballentine is alleged to have introduced Duran to the port authorities as 
a French diplociat and hurried Dur an by the port au thorities in such a zaanner 
that he was not recognized by the I I (6^-27^6-59) 



Juan Jose Hanso, a Spanish CoEimunist and Deputy to the last session 
of the Cortes in Mexico City, has advised that he, Manso, investigated Duran's 
activities in Cuba and sent reports to the Spanish Cosnunist Party in France 
advising thea of Duran^s change of political affiliations and eaplojxent by 
the Azcerican'Goverment. Manso stated that Angel Custodio, a Spanish Coorunist 
Party member employed by the newspaper ^Hoy" in Havana, Cuba, was severely 
reprimanded by Spanish Coixaunist Party leaders for attending social affairs 
with Spruille Braden and Duran. The reprimand was based on Duran being 
considered a traitor to the Spanish Communist Party. (64-27446-43) 

In September, 1945^ while Duran was serving »in Argentina, Duran' s 
wife is loiown to have resided in Washiixgton, D. C, at 'the home of Dr. ludwig 
Witold Eajchaian, Polish representative to the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration. Dr. Rajchaan is a known contact of the Soviet 
Embassy and is reported by sources outside the Bureau as being a suspected 
agent of the NK7D. ^ 

According to Duran, in statements made during the interview of 
April 29, 1946, upon being advised that he would return to the United States 
froci Buenos Aires, Argentina, Duran requested his wife to come to 'Washington, - 
D. C, to obtain a place for the family to reside. Mrs. Duran contacted 
real estate agents and through a friend, Rosalind Walling, with whom she 
had gone to school, Mrs. Duran was told of a room at the home of a family 
whom Mr. Walling had known in connection with the League of Nations in Geneva, 
Switzerland. Mrs. Duran took the roaa and prior to that tine had never xaet 
Dr. or Mrs. Ranchman but was introduced to them upon her arrival. The Dorans 
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reraained at that place for appi^>xiiaately ori^ month, and a few days after Duran' 
arrival, he advised that his wife introduced hija to Urs. Rajchaan, and a few 
days later through Mr* and Mrs* ¥alling he was introduced to Dr* Rajchman* 
According to Duran,. at that tine Rajchaanzsade neither a favorable nor un- 
:favorable /impression upon Daran* Subsequent to that tine Dr. Rajchzaan laade 
a trip to Poland and Duran did not see hia until approximately November of 
19^5# At that time Mrs* Rajchaan telephoned the IXirans, stating that she 
desired to have them attend a dinner at her home ard the French Ambassador 
would also be in attezjdance* During the course of the evening a political 
discussion was held at which time Dr* Rajchman, according to Duran, made 
"fantastic conversation" to the effect that it was the purpose of the 
United States to wipe Russia completely off the map* Duran stated that he 
did not agree with Dr* Rajchman's statements and further resented Rajchman 
making these statements in the presence of the French Ambassador* Therefore, 
he left the home at 10:00 on that evening and neither he nor his wife have ever 
seen Dr. and Mrs* Rajchman again* 

Confidential Informant T-H, who is considered reliable, has advised 
that according to the information in that informant's possession, Mr I Duran 1 
informed other individtxals -who contacted her while living at the Rajchman home 1 
that she and Gustavo Duran were staying ^*nlth friends" until they could find a 1 
place to live. Also according to this informant^ Mr. and Mrs* Duran had \ 
complete freedom of the Rajchman house and apparently shared many friends tdlth i 
the Rajchman family* It is noted further that this informant has advised that 1 
Mrs* Duran first lived at the Rajchman heme on approximately September 28, 19^5,1 
and according to the informant, remained at the Rajchman residence xmtil the \ 
first week of November, 1945 J also, this informant has advised that as late as 1 
December 12, 1945, the Durans and Rajcbmans are haown to have been in contact andl 
on that particular date Mrs* Duran offered to help Mrs* Rajchman secure homes fori 
Polish refugees. Also, the informant advised that plans were made on that date \ 
for Mrs* Rajchman to give a Christmas Party for Mrs* Duran's daughter* (64-27446-5J9) 

It had previously been reported that Duran had made the statement 
regardix>g his residence at the Rajchman home, that his wife had secured the 
room through a newspaper ad appearing in the Washington papers* It is noted 
in this regard that an examination of the Washington Post, Tfashington Times- 
Eerald, and the Washington Evening Star failed to reflect any classified 
advertisements for a room at the Ra jchaan home immediately prior to the date 
at which time Mrsl Duran began her residence at that address* (64-27446-59) 

As, previously xaentioned, Gustavo Duran married Bonte Romilly Crompton ' 
in EnglaxKl on December 4, 1939* Duran' s wife is the daughter of Mr* and Mrs* j 
David Henry Crompton of Rye, New York, and Wilton, New Hampshire* It is reported 
that the notation, "Bonte Crompton, Wilton, K*K*", was found among the papers of 
one Leon W* Davis of Detroit, Michigan, at the time of his arrest on February 6, 
1940, in connection with charges of violation of United States laws based on 
enlistments in the Spanish Loyalist Army of Spain* Davis stated that Bone 
Crompton was a t cruris t whom he had met during his travels in France* During the 
interview on April 29, rl946, Duran stated that to his knowledge his wife had never 
been associated with the Coamunist Party or any organization which embraced its 
principles* 
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Another Government agency advised on October 18, I948 that a reliable 
source In Prance infomed that Duran "has been in the pay, of the Cosaaunists for 
the last fourteen or fifteen years". 5his source further advised that Duran was 
born in Spain and, comanded a Republican Division during the Civil ¥ar and asso- 
ciates with highly iaportant officials of the U. S. Govexroient in Washington. 
Further that during 1932 and I933 .Duran spent some tiae in the USSR where he was 
given thorough training in CoKcaunism, Despite the fact that Duran has denounced 
Coraaunisn, the source believes that he retains his enthusiasm for the Party. 
(64-27446-146) , ^ 

Confidential Inforaant New York City -T-1, a reliable inforoant, adviied 
in June, 1949 that Gustavo Duran was eaployed as Chief of the Section of Cultura:* 
Activities in the Departaent of Social Affairs, United Nations, lake Success, 
New York, and according to dnfonaation available has been with that organization 
since the latter part of I946. (62-27446-114,151) 

On September 20, 1948, Gregory G. Bern, author of the book entitled 
"Behind ^the Red Mask," advised the Los Angeles Office of the FBI, that Gustavo 
Duran was a aeaber of the Soviet Secret Police during 'the. Spanish- Civil ¥ar. 
(62-8I58O-I3) 

In February, 1949, Herbert Solow, a amber of the Editorial Staff of 
"Fortune" Magazine, New York City, was interviewed in connection with the case 
entitled "Jay David miittaker Chambers, aka: Alger Hiss, aka et al, Per;5ury, 
Espiorxage - R, Internal Security - R». During the interview Solow advised that 
he had heard that Gustavo Doran was attached to the State Department and was 
believed syopathetic toward Coaaunisa. (74-1333-2995 p I5) 

*t, * Sy letter dated March 28, 1947, another goverment agency advised 
that "One of the Ccsamunists personalities high up in this aov^aent (International 
Brigade) is Gustavo Duran, a former State Departaent official." (100-7060-370)

"Case No» 4.6 As the case of a raan who holds a hi£ji position In 
the State Department* He had been affiliated with the magazine Asterdsia from 
May 1937 to Kcrenber 19iil# This magazine consistently followed the Coamimist 
Party line. It was under the direction of Philip Jaffe and William Vanderbilt 
Fieli# Field has been a leading Commtmist ard was one of the heads of the 
American Peace Mobilization, which the President and the Secretary of State 
publicly labeled as a tool of communism. Jaffe, as Senators will recall, was 
convicted and fined in connection with John Service incident* It wiU be 
recalled that the FBI picked up Service for having delivered secret State 
Department documents to Ajaaerasia* The State Department files show that this 
individual has been working very closely with these two men. On March 22, 
1946, the State Department's own security agency recommended as followsj 

"It is recommended that action be instituted to terminate subject's 
service with the State Department* It is suggested to achieve this purpose 
that an appropriate officer of the Department should inform him that his con- 
tinued presence in the Department is embarrassing to the Department ard that 
he be given an opportunity to resign. If he should not resign voluntarily, 
action should be instituted under Civil Service Rule, No* 12, to terminate his 
services with the Department. 

"The Department, however, took no action upon this recommendation. 

"After that recoiaaandation, the files show that this individual 
requested a fellow traveler to seek a position with the Board of Economic War- 
fare. The file further shews thatthis individual has been visited on several 
occasions by an alien fellow traveler. He has alsa recommended two former 
eirployees of the Amerasia Editorial Board to positions with the State Department. 
In other words, Mr* President, the usual tactics of getting into an impcrtant 
position and then bringing in fellow Communists. 

**A report dated August 18, 1947, recorded an interview with a j

Exchange, Department of State. 

. She Bureau's records reflect that a Loyalty of Government Employees 
inrestigajtion together with a Voice of America Investigation was conducted 
concerning William Sreadwell Stone which developed the following information* 

Trom 1924 to 1941 Stone was connected with Foreign Policy Assoclatioi, 
lac*, 22 East 38th Street, ^ew York City* In January, 192? the Foreign Policy 
Association was reported to have heen sponsored in its inception "by the Aaeri- 
can Civil Liherties Union and at that time favored United States recognition 
of the USSR* In June, 1927 the Director of Eastern European Affairs, Depart- 
ment of State, advised that the Foreign Policy Association was considered to 
he pro-Soviet in its views and propaganda* (62-80315-5 pg 2) 

In Octoher, 1945 a reliable infoimaat advised that Ruth S» Rifkin, 
who had heen employed' as a secretary hy Stone and others at the Foreign 
Policy Association, had transferred her membership in the Comnaunist Party 
from the Peter Stuyvesant Club, Hew York City, to the undercover 'Covornment 
Grot5)« in Washington, D* C» Eath Mfkin secured employment with the Foreign 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, Department of State, Hay, 1943 and 
was transferred to the Foreign Economic Administration when this administrate 
was established* William Treadwell Stone was at this time employed as 
Assistant Director of the Foreign Economic Administration* Ruth Rlfkln Is 
presently employed by the National Lawyers Guild In Washington, D* C* (62- 
80315-4 pg 4; 131-10973-14 pg 3) 

In February, 1942 William ?readwell Stone was listed as a reference 

on an application filed with the Foreign Economic Administration, Department 
of State, by Just Lunnlng* Lunnlng was reliably reported to have been a 
known contact of numerous subjects In the Gregory Case and was later discharged 
from a responsible position at the Department of State* (62-80315-3) 

In 1937 Stone became a member of the original Editorial Board of 
«Amerasla« of which magazine Frederick Vanderbllt Field was Chairman and 
Philip Jacob Jaffa, Editor* In 1946 Jaffa was Indicted and fined for the 
possession of secret State Department documents which had been delivered to 
him by John Service, an esiployee of the Department of State* In 1941 
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Frederick Vaxxlerbilt Field was head of the American Peace Mobilisation 
and at the present tiooe, according to reliable informants, is a member of 
the Foreign Affairs Cocamittee of the ComBitinist Party, USA, and a m-iter for 
the Daily Worker* (121-10973-U page 6; 62-80315-8) (J 

November 19, 1939, while Stone was ec?)loyed as the Washingtcn 
Ccrrespondent of the Foreign Policy Association, he was visited by Aiaa 
Von Trott Zu Zolz, a German alien who was suspected of engaging in German 
espionage and Cotrsminist activity* (121-10973-lA page 2) // 

During an interview with Clinton Hartley Grattan, conducted by 
special agents of the Bureau in connection with a Hatch Act investigation, 
Grattan advised that he had been asked by Stone to take a position under 
him with the Board of Economic Warfare, Department of State ♦ The records 
of the HCUA reflected that Grattan had written an article for ^'Fight*' 
magazine, the official publication of the American League for Peace and 
Democracy^ and was a contributor to and- an advisory editor of the magazine 
"Champion,** the official organ of the Youngr Communist League. Stone, ,in 
a subsequent interview, stated that he considered Grattan a "liberal writer^

An informant of known reliability advised in December, 1945> 
that Stone was a friend of Maurice Halperin. This informant reported that 
Halperin.was known to have been in contact with several persons suspected 
of engaging in Soviet espionage activities in the late I930«s ani' early 
I940»s in Washington, D. C., and New Tork City.

, A reliable informant advised that William ?• Stone, Rocm 1359> 
National Press Building, Washington, D» C«, was a subscriber to the- Daily 
Wofcker in 1941» According to the Biograph Encyclopedia of the World, Stone 
was Director of the Washington Bureau, Foreign Policy Association, Inc., 
from 1933 to 1941. The Washington offices of the Foreign Policy Association 
are located in the National Press Building. (100-3-60^75-163) If 

Copies of Loyalty of Goverisment Bmploy9es reports concerning Stone 
were transmitted to the Civil Service Coraiiss ion on July 30, 1948, and to 
the Office of Special Investigations, Department of the Air Force on April 7, 
1949.

Haldor© Eugene Hanson was born on April 22, 1912, at Virginia, Minnesota* 
Proa 1934 throu^ 1957 Hanson served as a teacher of English at the XMCA CoBaaercia^^ 
College, Peiping, and Central China College, Wuchang, both in China* During 1936 
throu^ 1937 he was Hankow Correspondent for the Associated Press, the North China 
Herald, and editorial writer for the -Hankow Herald. From 1937 through 1939 Hanson 
vras a correspondent for the Associated Press at Shanghai, Chirya, and was assigned 
to the Japanese troops, the Chinese Guerrilla Forces and with the Chinese Central 
Govemr»nt Forces* The employee was engaged in writing the book "Huoaane Endeavor^ 
fron February to September, 1939* Ho was again employed by the Associated Press 
in Chicago, Illinois, from September, 1939 to 1942* In February, 1942 he started 
employment with the Department of State, Washington, D* C», and from September, 
1947 to the present (Kay, 1948) he has been Acting Chief, Office of Information 
and Education Exchange, Par Eastern Division,, Departxctent ot States 

Basis for Investigation 

The Congressional Record of May 14, 1947, reveals that on that date 
Congressman JFred E» Busbey, U* S. House of Representatives, Washington, D* C*, 
made a speech dealing with the activities and composition of the Cultural and 
Information Division of the U* S» State Department* He stated the activities of 
this division were "conducted by a group of pro-Coimiuiist fellow-travelers and 
SQuddleheads; they filled the ether and tons of paper with a cosibination of xaaterial 
favorable to the Soviet Union and the Coinmunists,, or just plain twaddle." Among 
the personnel conducting the program of this division he mentioned Haldore E* 
Hanson, Assistant Secretary of the Office of Inforxaation and Culture* According to 
Congressman Busbey, the employee by his writings indicated that he enjoyed the | 
coznplete confidence of the Chinese Cosornxmists when he was in China, had been.givcrf 
official documents by the Chinese Comaxmists and safe conduct throu^ their lines*| 
In this same speech Hanson was identified with the Central Hope i Mass Movement 
which was stated to be a part of the official Coxamunist plan* Congressman Busbey 
further alleged that Hanson enthusiastically related in his writings the aims and 
achievements of the Chinese Comiaunists* 

Results of Investigation 

The following is a sxnmary of the disloyal inforxaation developed as a resiflt 
of the investigation coaiucted by this Bureau concerning the captioned individual 
under the provisions of Executive Order 9835:

Representative Fred E» Busbey, U» S» House of Representatives, was Inter- 
viewed and he stated that he was riot personally acquainted with the activities of 
the enplcyee. He stated that his knowledge of Hanson was obtained from research 
which had been Included In a speech which he joade on the floor of the House of 
Representatives and which Is contained In the Congressional Record referred to 
above* Representative Busbey could furnish no further Ixxfonnatlon regarding the 
loyalty of the employee • 

The "Chicago Dally News" for June 11, 1947 contains a by-line of Wallace 
R» Ceuell of the "Dally News'" Foreign Service* This by-line states in part: 

"Here are Busbey *s (Congressman Fred B» Busbey, 3rd Illinois 
Congressional District) statements about Hanson, and Benton's 
(Assistant Secretaiy of State William Betiton) replies as given 
In the Assistant Secretary's memorandum! 

'!Busbey 'A book by Haxison entitled Humane Endeavor shows that 
Hanson travelled with the Chinese Coiamnlst Armies, was given 
safe conduct through their lines, travelled In the Commander's 
motor-car, and received Chinese Coaminlst documents •» 

"This shows that Hanson enjoyed the complete confidence of the 
Chinese Cosxaxmlsts* 

"Reply - 'Mr* Busbey does not state that Mr* Hanson's book Is a 
description of the Japanese Invasion of China In 1937-38,. that 
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Mr» Hanson was writing as a Vfer Correspondent of the Associated 
Press, that he ceCrried Press Credentials from both the American 
■ fttbassy and the Chinese Rational fiovernraent, and that the Associ- j\ 
ated Press assigned hin to cover the North China front, which 
was defended by the Cosnunist Ariaies^ 

^!Mr. Hansen* s despatches, as well as his book, pointed out 
that the Chinese Coraaunists were still engaged in proselytising, 
despite the Japanese invasion. 

^jlr* Kent Cooper, General Manager of the Associated Press, sent 
Mr. JHanson his personal coasxendation on these reports fron the 
Coaaunist front, and Mr* :Hanson»s reports were reprinted at 
length in both "Time« sragazine and 'Reader «s Digest'." 

The "Efashington Tines Herald oi May 22, 1947 carried an editorial on page 
14 entitled,/"Voice of What?" This article reads in part: "Conducted by a' group 
of pro-Coffiffiunist fellow-travelers and muddleheads, they fill the ether with tons 
of snaterial favorable to the Soviet Union and the Co«iT»inists, or just plain twadd.e 
The quotation is frosj a recent speech in the House b^ Representative tFred S. Bus"boy 
(r) of Illinois about the *Voice of America'." This article further reads in par];: 
"Benton's three top assistants in charge of the 'Voice of As.ericfi^' bx*oadcasts havo 
been Messrs. HilUaa T. Stone, Haldore B, "Hanson, and Charles H. Thoason. 



^Stone is an ex-Bieaber of th^ Editorial Board of 'Ajsaerasia' nagazine, wh^ch 
has printed large amounts of pro-Russian copy. Hanson was for long a soldier of 
fortune in China, where his best -friends and confidants "vrere Chinese Co;aaunists. 
He was shifted hurriedly to another State Departaent niche when the Congressional 
heat was turned on the 'Voice' . Thomson has had considerable to do with productiojn 
of pro-Coanunist nrovies, .and is on record with soae loud praises of the CossaunistSv' 
activities in the Spanish Civil 17ar." 

Mention was jtade in Congressman Busbey's speech that Hanson joined a group 
-in Pelping, China, headed by Edgar Snow and his wife, who were organizing a new 
political magazine. Reliable inforeants of the FBI have related that Edgar Snow 
and his wife are Cosnunist Party sympathizers, are acquainted with, prominent Coaaau^>* 
nists, and have written pro-Cojsnunist literature. 

A tteaorandoci from the Director's Office dated March S, 1948 states that 
Bob -Lee advised that a very responsible State 0epart:ient employee told hitt that i 
he had heard froa Mrs. Bouchard , who is I^egal ReprSsentatlve for the J^SU on tfxe Hlil, 
that she had seen at the AFu Headquarters a photostatic copy of Hanson's neabershto ^ 
card in the Coaaunist Party, further, a aeaorandura dated March 9, 1948 from Mr. [ I 
W. R.' Glavin of this Bureau relates that while discussing other matters with Congress- ] 
man Karl Stefan he mentioned that Saxa Davenport had advised hia that an individual 
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by the nasto of Hanson, presently employed in the State Departtaent, is to go to 
China soon, nay be Conaiunis tic ally inclined and that San Davenport supposedly had 
seen or has in his possession a photostatic copy of a Cocaaunist Party membership cj 
of Hanson* s# 

In the course of the loyalty investigation Congressman Karl Stefan was inter- 
viewed, at which tine he stated that the foregoing information had been furnished | 
to hia by San Davenport, who, in turn, stated that he got this information fron Williaa 
C. Bourne of the State Departnent. In turn, when Bourne was interviewed '■ he stated that 
Muna Lee of the State Department had given hin this inforaation and she, in turn, 
upon interview, stated that the information emanated from Selna Ebrchardt. Ihe latter, 
upon interview, stated that she had never seen such a card nor did she know of anyone 
who had seen such eviddnce of membership in the Cosamunist Party, The investigati^^o 
reports do not mention the above allegation s pecifically since, as note d above^ tt^ 
allegation was traced to its original source [ | and found to 

be without basis • However, interviews were reported mtn 5>amueJL Jti. i^avenport, William 
C# Bourne, Muna C, Lee and Selna M. Borchardt. Davenport, Bourne and Miss Lee ind|.cated 
generally that thoy had no information reflecting on Kanson^s loyalty. Miss Selna 
M. Borchardt, Vice-President and Legislative Eepresentative, American Federation o 
Teachers, American Peder^ition of Labor, advised that she was not personally acquai 
with the employee but knew hin only by Ms writings,- all of which she had read. S 
stated that* she did not believe Hanson to be a' member of the CoKsaunist Party, but 
one who is rather ^ignorant of the real motives of Comaunism." She explained this 
referring to a statement of Hanson in one of his writings to the effect that,/«Eve ^ 
thing good in China has been brought about by the Communist s#" Miss Borchardt statbd 
that she considered this statement unintelligent. She advised that judging from hib 
writings Hanson is unaware of the tooral and political destructiveness of the Comnunists 
and because of this she stated he is to be considered as a "security risk." Miss I 
Borchardt added that ,she did not question the loyalty of th? ec^jloyee but did question 
Ms fitness for the job which he holds. 

Raymond D. Chadwick, Dean of the Daluth Junior College, advised that Hansin 
had been an editorial writer for the school paper as well as an associate editor while 
he attended the Duluth Junior College from September^ 1930 until June, 1931 • Dean 
Chad?srick made available a letter that Hanson had written to Maude loung, the debate 
teacher at Duluth Jianior College, dated June 12, 1936 from wMch the following is 
quoted: "Last night I was over at a Jewish friend's house, discussing Carl Marxj 
this fellow is a .former stock broker in New York, and Peiping's number one communist 
intellectual." A photostatic copy of this letter was furnished to the Civil Servic^ 
Commission in. transmitting the results of this investigation.

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recalled Hanson as a student at the Duiutft Junior uoJiiege ana sx^ted that he had 
corresponded with her after he had settled down in China# She Identified the letter 
previously referred to and said that Hanson^ was the type of person who would go to 
almost any end to broaden his thinking and for that reason associated with men of 
"every political belief " to obtain their viewpoints. TflTith reference to the letter \ 
in question, she stated, that Hanson's contact with Peiping's number one communist 
intellectual was indicative of his endeavor to broaden his education and obtain N 
e;cperience in new political thought. ^f 
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Mr# Bonjaaain Stolberg, writer and lecturer, Chelsea .Hotel, Kew York City, 
rumlshed information on March 1, 1948 that Ealdoro B» Hanson, an exaployee of the 
State Departaent in the Division of Cultural Relations, had Yrorked actively with 
the Chinese CoiapOinists prior to joining the State Departaent in 1942* Stolberg 
also reported that Hanson had contributed to "Aiaerasia" and to "Pacific Affairs •" 
Vthon reinterviewed Stolberg stated that he had obtained his ixxforaaation on Hanson 
during the course of gathering material for his writings • He added that his infer 
aaation was obtained from research and fronpersons close to the State Departrtent 
who were acquainted with Coanunist activities • He laade an extensive search of 
his files but was unable to locate any notes or papers relating to the employee* 
Mr* Stolberg recalled that Hanson had been actively associated with the Chinese 
Coiaaunists during his years in China prior to ^Joining the State Department and 
also that Hanson had written articles for "Aaserasia*" and **Pacific Affairs •*• How- 
ever, he was uxiable to re<?all the exact source of his Inforjoation* 



Kew York City, stated

"Amerasia" was cited in a report of the Special Coraaittee on Un-American 
Activities, House of Representatives, page 1446, in a list of 'CoBocaunist Party and 
Party line organizations* 

"Pacific Affairs" is published by the Institute of Pacific -Relations • Tho 
Institute of Pacific Relations was referred to as "a notorious Communist front" in 
an article by David Sent ner in the "Kew York Journal American" on May 8, 1947* 

Mr* Louis Budenz, former Managing Editor of the "Daily Worker," East Coasjb 
CoDKaunist daily newspaper, stated, "the Coaasunist Party did have very great influence 
in the Institute of Pacific Relations and at times controlled its policy*" 

Various articles by Haldore Hanson were published in "Pacific Affairs" and 
"Amerasia," copies of which were furnished to the Civil Service Commission in trajhs- 
mitting the results of the loyalty investigation* These articles are set forth as 
follows:

Mr« William Benton, Chainaan of the Board, Encyclopaedia .Britannica, Inc., i 
342 Madison Avenue, ITevr York City, advised that when he replaced Archibald MaoLeisH 
as head of the Cultural Division of the U» S« State Department, Haldore Hanson ims j 
assigned as one of his two assistants* Mr» Benton stated that he soon learned thai; 
Hanson* s naae was on various "govemaont Coimunist lists" and he decided to look 
into the matter* Mr» Benton stated ttiat he read Hanson's file in the State De- 
p^-rtment and decided that "it was full of suspicion" without aiqr conclusive evidence 
that Hanson was a Coamonist* Mr* Benton stated that he then called Hanson in for ! 
questioning and Hanson denied being a Coamunist* Mr* Benton stated that he then I 
asked Hanson to relate ax3y incidents in his life that he could think of which xQi^t[ 
cause people to think him to be a Cosmmist# Mr* Benton stated that Hanson told 
hin that he could only think of two thingsi (l)That he had been with the Asso- 
ciated Press in China and had*covered the activities of the Chinese Coaoaunists * 
He later had written a book and several articles about China which had been pub- 
lished in "Aaerasia;" and (2)He had spent a week end at the home of a wealthy man 
who was a financial supporter of "Amerasia*" Mr* Benton was unable to recall the 
name of the man that Hanson had mentioned but said that Hanson stated that he 
received the week end invitation as a result of submitting articles to the "Amerasia 
office after his return from China* Mr* Benton stated that Hanson was his assistant 
for about 18 ninths and "during that time I never saw one shred of evidence to indi- 
cate that he is a Comaunist or even pro-CoEsaunist* You can say for me that I never 
heard him say anything that would cause me to question his loyalty* Of course, I 
do not know what he migjit have been doing after working hours*" Mr* John Howe, 
Assistant to Mr* Benton, Encyclopaedia Britanxxica, Inc*, 342 Madison Avenue, New 
York City, stated that he had been an assistant to Mr* Benton- while in the State 
Department^ and had worked with Haldore Hanson for two years* Mr* Howe statedi 
"I saw Hanson alxftost every day for two years and during that time I never heard 
him say one disloyal word* You can say for loe that I had no cause to question 
Hanson's loyal-ty*" 

Miss Bloise ReQua, Director, Library of International Relations, 84 East | 
Randolph, Chicago, Illinois, was listed by the eaployee as a character reference 
in 1942* Upon interview Miss Reftua advised that she had been well acquainted with 
Haldore Hanson^and his wife, Bernice, for the past 10 or 12 years, stating that j 
the ea^loyee first came to her attention due to literary contributions he had made/ 
to the publication "Institute of Pacific Relations" which she recalled were factual 
accounts of his experiences in China during the Japanese invasion of Manchuria and 
Korth China* Miss ReQ:ua did not have copies of this material and stated that the 
Institute was no longer in existence* She added that on Hanson* s return to ttxe 
United States in 1939 he was invited by her to speak at off-the-record round-table 
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discussions held at the Library of Interxiational Relatioxxs, but she stated 
there was nothixig in the content of these ta lks which would reflect on his 
loyalty as an American citizen. I [ advised that she regarded Hanson 
and his wife as loyal Ajaerioans and that nothing to the contrary had ever come 
to her attention. 

Confidential Inf onaant Ufew Xork T-1 in October, 1945 reported that in 
the first annual report of the Chicago Council^ of Aznericanr-Soviet Friendship Eloise 
ReQua was aiaong those listed as signing a letter of that o rganization issued by 
its Initiating Cosjaittee. Confidenti al IhfoinantI [ who at tines has furnished 
unreliable inform tion, reported that I r was listed as a sponsor of the 

Chicago Society for itaerican-Soviet Relations in a letter explaining that organiza- 
tion's becoming affiliated with the National Council of Anerican-Soviet Friendshj^p 
and advising that the Chicago Society Xov Anerican-Soviet Relations was changing 
its name to Chicago Council of AKterican-Soviet Friendship. This sane infonaant 
supplied a letter dated October 1, 1943> under the letterhead of the Chicago Cot 
of Axaerican-Soviet Friendship, which letter listed | l anong the orgai 

tion»s sponsors. The national Council of AM^rican-Soviet Friexdship was listed 
the Attorney General on Noveraber .24, 1947, as coning within the purview of Execu 
Order 9835* 

Quincy Wright, Professor of Ihtemational Law, University of Chicago^ 
residing at 5744 South Blackstone Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, advised that he was 
acquainted with Haldore Hanson, He stated he had visited with Hans^on inlTashingion 
on several occasions during the war# He described Hanson as a loyal Assierlcan 
citizen* Confidential Infonaant New Tork T-1 in October, 1945, reported that Qulncy 
Wright was among those listed as signing a letter issued by the Initiating Cozomi^t®® 
of the Chicago Council of Araerican-Soviet Friendship and so listed in tne first 
annual report of that council* 

The JCiles of Washington T-1 (Security Division, Depart^tent of State) 
contained a, personal histoxy statesaent by Hanson dated February 4> 1942# One 
of the references nentioned on this Soxnx is Ovren Lattiaore, Johns Hopkins University, 
Editor and Envoy. Reliable informants have advised that Owen Lattixaore is an | 
associate of pro-Soviet and pro-Connunist syxi5>athizers as well as tocwn CoBamnistl 
Party aeabers^ He :is reported to have appeared on a program sponsored by the 
Asierican Peace Mobilization and in 1941 to have been a sponsor of a meeting of the 
Washinigton Cosoaittee to aid China* He is also reported to have been a laember 
of the National Federation for Constitutional liberties*

Washington ,T-3 stated that the Washington Cosaittee for Aid to China 
was infiltrated by and finally controlled by the Contminist Party, 

Copies of the book "Humane Endeavor" "prritten by the earployee were 
not transiaitted to the Civil Service Coraaission as exhibits to the loyalty reports 
but the Civil Service Coraaissionwas advised in the letter transmitting the 
reports that a copy of this book was available at the Library of Congress* 

The results of the investigation conducted by this Bureau coioceming 
the eaployee under the provisions c£ Executive Order 9835 were transmitted to the | 
Civil Service Comaission on June 24, 1948# By letter dated September 30, 1948 I 
the Chairmn, Loyalty Review Board, U» S» Civil Service Comission, advised that 
the exaployee was being "retained" in his position.

Background 

Charles Alexander Thontson was born November 15> 1893, at Springfield, Ohio^ 
He was appointed as Assistant Chief of the Division of Cultural "Relations, Department 
of State, on February 15, 1939* 

Basis for Investigation 

The Congressional Record of May 14, 1947, page 5435, contained the 
following statezaents made by Congressman Fred £• Busbey (R* Indiana) regarding 
Charles Alexander Thorns on j 

"Another member of the leading triumvirate in. Mr* Benton's office is Charles 
Alexander Thomson* In a sttdy entitled 'The War in Spain, « published in Foreign 
Policy Reports of May 1, 1938, page 39, h® has the f olloTrilng e\xlogy of the work ol 
the Communists: 

**ro the Cosaaunists must go -the major credit for the introduction of ordexj 
and xmity dn this nordescript aricy. ^>^ On the Government side, the most important 
political developments have been: (1) the rise of the Comunist Bartyj (2) the 
working alliance effected by the Communists with the right-wing Socialists and the 
Republican Parties j ^^^ (3) thi® decline of Communist influence and its later 
resurgence in the cabinet formed on April 4, 1928. ^^ When Franco troops approached 
Madrid early in November 1936, a new and decisive foreign influence appeared on j 
the scene# Russian aid had arrived— not only airplanes and tanks, but also advisers, 
technicians and the forces of the International Brigade, in many instances recruited 
by Communist agencies. Thanks in great part to Soviet influence, the Spanish j 
-revolution was not desUned—^s has so often been the case in histoiy— to pass from 
the Jxands of moderates to those of extremists. Instead, the Communists cast theij 
weight against radical trends; they proclaimed that the purpose of the war was not 
to advance social revolution, but to defend a legal and democratic government* 

*!rhe Spanish Communists must be credited with significant achievements. 
They led in transforming the militia into a disciplined ancy, and encouraged a 
unified coismand. They worked to unify and strengthen the central government as 
against the local committees* They put a check on wholesale socialization of 
industry and collectivization of agric\ature. They sought to substitute discipline 
under centralized authority for the spontaneous and disorderly enthusiasm of the , / / 
masses. They demanded that the social revolution be definitely subordinated to the U 
task of winning the war. ^ /^HSt3^'7?^ T 3 
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"The Cojamttnists, whose nruabers had not exceeded 50,000 prior to the revolt, 
derived power to enforce these policies froa various factors* First, of course, was 
aid from the Soviet Dhion» A second JTactor was superior organizing ability shown 
by their success in soarshallng support both within the arsaoy and behind the lines* 
The Cosaaaunists won the allegiance of General JOLaja and rnany other officers, largely 
controlled thecODMsdlssar system* and the censorship, and were particularly strong in 
the Madrid Jforces and in the aviation corps* In the third place, the Communists 
skiilfully exploited a policy of moderation toward socialization of Industry and 
agriculture, which gained the support of numerous middle-class elements, notably 
small business men and the richer peasants* In consequence their numbers shewed 
a marked increase, being estimated at 220,000 :in January 1937, and A00,000 in 
Sef>tember of the same year* 

"This report is in complete contradiction to the statements of numerous 
anti-^Pranco authorities to the atrocities and disruption committed by the Coaaunists 
under their Russian commissars in the Spanish Civil War» 

**According to Mr» Carlton J* H. Ilayes, former American Ambassador to Spain, 
in his book. Wartime Mission to. Spain,. Ifr. Thomson was responsible for the appoint- 
ment of Abel Plenn as cultural attache in Spain* Mr. ELenn's ideology can be 
determined from his recent book. Wind in the oiive Trees, which is severely critical 
of every phase of American policy in Spain during the war* His pro-Cocmrunist bias 
is evident throughout the book which has been enthusiastically promoted by the 
Commimist press and Coaxaunist book shops* 

"According to the Daily Worker of July 4, 19A6, page 11, Mr* Thomson 
entered into hearty coojperation with Tom Brandon, producer axxi distributor of pro- 
Ccaamunist films* This is enough to show where !&•• Thomson. stands*" 

Results of Invest! ration 

Congressman Fred E* .Busbey was interviewed during the loyalty investigation, 
at which time he advised that he had no additional information regarding Charles A* 
Thomson other than what is set forth in the Congressional Record of Miay 14, 19A7* 

It will be noted that Thomson has not previously been identified as one of 
the individuals referred to by Senator McCarthy; however, in the xaaterial furnished | 
by former Special Agent Robert E* Lee on January 29, 19A8, which was taken from thet 
State Department files, Thomson is described as "Case Mo* 58." The State Department 
-files indicate that Thomson was at that time assigned* to UNESCO. According to 
information received on October 22, 19^6, from several sources, it is reported in | 
the State Department files that Thomson associated and was in sympathy with various* 
left wing elements; allegedly the friend of Charles Page, who was removed from the 
Department of State on the basis of his long record of Coroaxinist activities; and, I 
together with YiTilliam TreadweH Stone, was trying to secure a position for Page in 
the Cultural Relations Division of the Department, even though his record as a 
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CoKammist was well knoTm* A notation appears in the State Departeent files that 
Thomson and Stone were both employed in the Cixltural Relations Division during 
the time of Lee's Investigation* The State Department files also Indicate that 
in an article appearing in the Daily Worker in l9A6 Thomson allegedly addressed 
a meeting concerning films for UNESCO along with Thomas J» Brandon of the Film 
Covuicil of America, a well known propagandist. The State Department files also 
indicated that the investigation of Thorns on.was pending at that time* 

Diiring the loyalty investigation the records of IBashington T-1 (State 
Department) were examined and reflected the follo?ring comments in answer to the 
statements of Congressman Busbey as set forth above: 

!• Foreign Policy Reports, published by the Foreign Policy 
Association in New York, are balanced and objective statements on 
current international issues giving conclusions supported by evidence* 
Each report, before publication ty the FPA, is submitted to outstanding 
authorities for criticism* 

The Congressman, in his statement, removed three paragraphs from 
the context of this report by Mr* Thomson* The paragraphs concern the 
military discipline and organising ability of Spanish Cosmunists* The 
Congressman did. not quote a number of paragraphs in the same report by 
Mt* Thomson concerning 'the work of the Communist Political Police, 
including references to assassinations and clandestine prisons* 

2* Abel Plenn never served as Cultural Attache in Madrid* Abel 
Plenn is not mentioned in Mr* Hayes • book* 

Abel Plenn was sent to. Spain ty OffI early in 19U to take charge 
of picture exhibits* He was ordered home by OHIfl after several months 
of service in Spain* CWfl records available in the Department of State 
show that !&•• Plenn was terminated Involuntarily on January 9> 1945 • 
He never had any connection with the State Department and Charles 
-Thomson had nothing to do with his appointment by CWI* 

(Ambassador Hayes does mention in his book, page 75* that he 
wrote to Charles Thomson requesting appointment of a Cultural Attache. 
He also states on page 77 that professor John Van Home of the University 
of Illinois, a specialist in Spanish language and literature, was sent* 
Ambassador Hayes speaks favorably of the work of Professor Van Home.) 

3* The Daily Worker, on July A, 19A6, page 11, says nothing about 
Mr* Thomson entering into hearty cooperation with Tom Brandon. 

The Daily Worker story reports that the American Coxmcil on 
Sducation invited 82 national organizations to discuss an international 
film program for UNESCO. The article concludes: "The meetings were 
addressed by Thcaaas J* Brandon, New York Film Councilj William H. Wells 
of UNRRAj Charles A* Thomson and others." This is the only reference to 
Charles Thomson* 
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A photostatic cop7 of the pertinent page of the Congressional Record, 
a photostatic copy of the article entitled ^&r in Spain," and a photostatic 
copy of the article appearing in the July 4> 19^6, issue of the Daily Worker were 
transmitted with the reports as exhibits* ^i 

In the ICay 22, 1947, issue of the ^fashington Tiaes Herald" an editorial 
appeared captioned "Voice of Tilhat," which was a denunciation of the State Department's 
Voice of America Prograia» The editorial .relates that the Voice of -America Program 
was the State Department's radio set-up under Assistant Secretary of State ?/illiam 
Benton and that Benton's three top assistants in the Voice of America Program were 
Messrs* William T* Stone,..Haldon E# Hanson andCharles A» Thomson* The editorial 
describes Stone as being a member of the Editorial Board of Amerasia magazine, 
which printed large amoiints of pro-Russian copy; further, that Hanson was a long 
time soldier of fortune in China where his last friends and confidants were Chinese 
Commuixists* According to the editorial, Hanson was shifted hurriedly to another 
State Department "niche" when the Congressional heat was turned on the Voice of 
America* Jn connection with Thomson, the editorial related that he had had "con- 
siderable to do with the production of pro-Coaciunlst moTies, and is on record with 
some loud praises of the Commxinist activities in the Spanish Civil War*" / y 

In connection with William .Treadwell Stone and Haldore E* Hanson, Hentioned 
above, it will 'be noted that they are subjects of full field loyalty investigations 
conducted in 19^18 based upon -Congressman Busbey's accusations of Stone and Hanson 
which ^appeared in the Congressional Record of May lA, 19A7, when Congressman Busbey 
was speaking about the activities and composition of the Cvdtural and Information 
Division of the 'State Department* Congressman Busbejj in his testimony, indicated 
that Hanson and Stone were a part of this Division, concerning which. he related the 
following: "But the activities of the Cultural and Ihfomatlon Division of the State 
Department must not be confused with a sound program* As carried on today, they are 
a monstrosity costing the nation millions of dollars and serving no constructive 
purpose for the United States* Conducted hy a group of pro-Coamunlsts, fellow 
travelers and muddle heads, they fill the ether and tons of paper with a combination 
of material favorable to the Soviet Union and the CocDaiunists, or Just plain twaddle*" jjy 

Congressman Busbey further stated in his testimony that William Treadwell 
Stone had previously been a meriber of the Editorial Board of the magazine Arorasia 
from 1937 to 19A1, whose manager was Philip Jacob Jaffe, who had been indicted and 
fined for the possession of confidential government documents* #i 

Regarding Charles A* P^ge, who was mentioned in Lee's material as being 
a friend of Thomson, the files of Washington T-1 (State Department) reflect that 
he. Page, was found to be^a "definite security risk," who was removed from the 
Department on the basis of his long record of Communist activities* Jxx this con- 
nection Washington T-2, a reliable informant, has identified Charles A* Page as 
a member of the Communist Party^ 
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Mr* Willian Dawson, fonaer United States Ambassador to Hruguay, advised 
tha^ he had been acquainted with Thomson and his program in the Cultural Relations 
Division of the State Department • He stated that he knew Thomson and Charles A* 
P^ge had been associated in that program and that they were friends; further, that 
he himself felt that he was resporjsible for the appointment of Page as Cultural 
Attache to Montevideo, Uruguay, inasmuch as when he was Ambassador to Uruguay he 
had requested Page to come to Uruguay at that time to be employed* Dawson stated 
that regardless of the association of Page and Thomson he did not believe that 
Page was a Communist aixi that even though Page might be Communistically inclined, 
that he did not believe that would Indicate that Charles A* Thomson was inclined 
toward Communism or disloyal to the United States •r^ 

Washington T-3, a reliable informant, advised that Mr* Thomson is 
probably not opposed to Communism but that Thomson himself is not a Cozmnunist 
or tinged with Communism* He stated that when he knew the employee in Central 
America many years ago, Thomson had associated with persons who were at least 
wpro-CcOTiunist or leaned toward Communism*** The informant stated that he 
considers the employee to be loyal to the Uiited States* {J 

Washington T-A> a reliable informant, advised that he knew Charles A* 
Thomson in Central America during 1930 and 1931* He stated that Thomson had 
associated with pro-Communists and some known Communists in Central America. T-A 
stated that he could not say definitely that Thomson was pro-Comaunist but felt 
that Thomson could be considered at least "not to be trusted*** The most apt 
description that the informant could give was a term applied to him rather generally, 
**the anti-American American. ** In explanation of this term T-^i advised that the name 
was attached to hin inasmuch as w ' it seemed that everything American Thomson 
opposed* The Informant declined to fxirnish a signed statement and does not desire 
to appear before a Iqyalty Board* \i 

Washington T-5, a reliable informant, advised that he had attended 
numerous UNSSCO conferences with the employee* He stated that he could not point 
to any provable actions of disloyalty by specific instances or activities on the 
part of the employee but that '*to say the least thought he was a person of poor 
judgment and indiscretion and would consider him a security risk for making such 
appointments to the State Department as Charles A* Page, a knovm Comunist*** 
Washington T-5 stated that Thomson and associates of ^ThoMon must be judged by 
the *»whole pattern of their activity.** He stated that **if they allow infiltraUon 
of pro-Communist individuals and appoint pro-Communists and Comunist sympathizers, 
it must be said at least that, their judgment and discretion are to be questioned 
from a security point of view and that, therefore, they constitute security risks*** 
The informant refused to give a signed statement and will not appear before a Loyalty 
Hearing Board* I j 
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The records of the House Comaittee on Ifii-Aaerican Activities were checker \ 
during the investigation and noted to contain the statement reflected by the Con- / 
gressional Record dated Majr 14, 1947, xoade "by Congressman Fred S» Busbey regarding 
Charles A» .Thomson.

Thomson, you requested a summary on him since it appeared that Senator McCarthy 
would mention Ihomson in his forthcaaing testimony* 

It will be noted that in the May Li, 1947, issue of the ^'Congressional 
Record," Congressman R:ed E. Busbey made allegations concerning the Cultural and 
Information Division axA the Office of Jnternational Information ^tri Cultural 
Affairs of the State Department.. Included in his allegations were William Treadwell 
Stone, Director of the Of fice of International Information ddCultxxral Affairs, ' ^ 
Haldore E». Hanson, Assistant Secretary of the Office of Information and Culture, ^ O^. 
and Charles A* Ihcmson, who Busbey referred to as another member of the leadiiw^ \. , 
triuavirate in Hr* William Benton' s Office. Congressman Busbey identified StSfte[ 
as being a former member of the Editorial Board of Merasia xaagazine, whose
